Tyaskia. Other Damage 
by the Storm, 


In the list of disasters in this county 
which resulted from the violent 
storm of last Tuesday afternoon, none 
are so sad as the death by electric 
shock of Mrs. Emily C. Phillipe of 
Tyaskin, daughter of Mr. Uriah Phil- 
lips, of Salisbury. 

The storm, which was particularly 
mvere on the western side of the 
county,was at the top of its severity in 
Tyaskin district about 2.80 o'clock in 
the afternoon. At this time Mrs. Phil 
lips and her eighteen year old daughter 
Bertha were gente d by a window in the 


` . house watching the work of the storm. 


Presently a blinding flash of lightning 
filled the room with its lurid gleam 
and instantly Mrs. Phillips and her 
daughter fell from their seats by the 
window, Just as the lightning entered 
the dow a fourteen-year-old son, 
who had been with other members of 
the family in a communicating room, 
approached his mother and sister. The 
electric current burned his arm, but he 
remained conscious and summoned 
those whom he had just left. Mrs. 
Phillips was found dead, Miss Bertha 
was badly injured and unconecious. 
For hours her life was despaired of, but 
finally she regained consciousness, and, 
while iajured internally, may recover. 
A twelve-year old daughter was also 
shocked. Mr. W. Ross Phillips, the 
"husband and father, who is mate of the 
oyster sloop Nellie Jackson’’ and 
prominent in local democratic politics, 
-was in Salisbury attending the county 
convention. He was taken to his bereft 
home by his brother-in-law, Mr. U. C. 
Phillips of this city. 

Mre. Phillipe’ body was intrred in 
Messick M. E. Church yard on 
Wednesday. A large number of sor 
rowing neigh bors followed the remains 
The deceased was 46 
years old and had lived an exemplary 
Obristian life, having been a devout 


member of the Methodist Episcopal 


Church since eaPy girl hood. When a 
young lady she taught in the public 
schcols of the county. She bad been a 
sufferer for years from rheumatism, and 
had spent two years in a hospital for 
treatment. Besides her husband nine 
children survive, several of whom are 
now grown and married, The youngest 
child is three years of age. 
OTHER DAMAGE BY THE STORM. 


Lightning from the same storm which 
brought euch sorrowful disaster to the 
home of Mr. Phillips, set fire to the 
stacked wheat uf Mr. Geo, W. Catlin, a 
brother in law, and burned it causing 
him a considerable loss. 

Along the Nanticoke river, in the 
neighborhood of Riverton, hail fell doing 
much injury to growing vines and 
corn. 

The livery stuble of Mr. W. C. Mann, 
in Sharptown, was struck by lightning 
and burned to the ground. Mr. Mann 
saved his stock of horses and carriages. 

The stable of Mr, Joseph Cooper, in 
Salisbury; was struck by lightning, but 
only slightly damaged. 

The telegraph and telephone service 
of the county was seriously crippled. 
A large tree in Mrs. Anna T. Wailes’ 
yard was uprooted. A fine shade tree 

Mre. Helleway's on Walnut street, 
owas badly damaged. Other trees in 
“the city were broken and injured. 

The wind did more or less damage to 
the growing corn Ig all nections of the 
eounty. Accompanying the storm was 
a heavy rain fall which was beginning 
to be needed.

Mr. Roland Cantwell a young man of 
about twenty three years old has dis 
appeared from his home and neighbor - 
hood and with him the young wife of 
Mr. Edward Bradley. It is thought 
the couple took a bateau early Wednes- 
day morning trom their homes 1 long 
the old steamboa ond south of Cam- 
den and rowed to Quantico wharf 
where they caught the Tivoli bound for 
Baltimore, It is not known what point 
the eloping couple will «endeavor to 
reach as no word has been received 
from the runaways since their de- 
parture. 

Mr. Bradley had intended spending 
the Fourth at Ocean City with his fa m- 
ily, having bought the necessary new 
drees and finery for the excursion. In- 
stead of spending a day of pleasure at 
the seaside, Mr. Bradley was found at 
home grief stricken from the disappear- 
ance of his wife and incidentally four 
teen dollars in money. 

In the neighborhood where the cou- 
ple lived the episode of Wednesday 
morning has been looked for, as Mr. 
Bradley had been informed that Cant- 
well and his wife were frequently seen 
together and it is said about ten days 
ago Bradley took occasion to inform 
the couple when found together that he 
would kill them both the next time he 
heard they were in each other’s company 
It is believed that ever since this affair 
an elopement has been planned. 

Cantwell and Mrs, Bradley have 
been working in the berry patches of 
Mr. W. F. Allen. For the past week 
Cantwell has been playing off sick and 
would work only half the time, Mr. 
Allen states that he had noticed the 
couple in close conversation with each 
other but paid no attention to the 
matter and never thought of t until 
after the announcement of the elope. 
ment. 

Mr. Bradley works at Jackson Bros. 
mill and is a highly respected young 
man. He said he had always been de- 
voted to his wife and bad given her 
everything that he could afford. The 
affair has created a great deal of excite- 
ment in the vicinity where the parties 
lived. 


Friday's Baltimore Herald has the 
following: 

“Locked up at the Southern Police 
Station is a young couple, giving 
the names of Mra. Cora F. Bradley and 
Roland Cantwell, each 21 yeare of age, 
who are held for an alleged theft at 
Ocean City, 

Both admitted when arrested that 
they had eloped from Salisbury, where 
the voung woman says her husband 
now is. 

Wednesday night a telephone mes- 
sage was received atthe station from 
the marshall, instructing the officers to 
keep a watch for the couple, as they 
were expected on the steamer Tivoli, 
The police boat Lannan was also noti- 
fied, and when the steamer arrived at 
pier 8, Light street, early yesterday 
morning, the young couple were among 
the first to land. They were promptly 
taken in charge by the officers. 

Both of the prisoners were nicely 
dressed. On the way to the station 
Mrs. Bradley told Sergeant McClean 
that they had eloped. She eaid that 
she and Mr, Cantwell had lived only a 
few doors from each other in Salisbury. 
They came to be fast friends, and Mra. 
Bradley, said that they decided to 
elope, and left the Eastern Shore town 
a few days ago. Of their whereaboute, 
after they left Salisbury, the police at 
the station are in total ignorance, 

The sheriff of Worcester county was 
notified of their arrest yesterday and is 
expected in the city at any time to take 
charge of the prisoners. The poiice 
here do not know what it is they are 
charged with stealing.”

al Appropriation and a Special 
Pund Provided For the 
Roads. 


The Board of County Commissiuners 
spent last Tuesday and Wednesday at 
their office in the Court House, and 
after some hard figuring were enabled 
to increase the public school fund 
$2000.00, making the total $13,000.00; 
and to make @ conditional provision 
for $5000, to be 6xpended in special work 
on the public roads, without raising 
the tax rate, which remains 78} cents, 
the same as last year. The State tax 
is 17ł cents on the $100, thus making 
the total for Wicomico county 96 cents. 

These appropriations were as liberal 
as could be made without an increase 
in the tax rate, and the commissioners 
were averse to taking that responsibil- 
ity. Two members of the Board— 
Messrs. Farlow and Coulbourn opposed 
the road appropriation and declined to 
sign the resolution authorizing it. It 
is understood they favored the increased 
appropriation for the schools. The res- 
olution was as follows: 

Resolved, This 8rd day of July, 
1901, thatthe sum of Two Thousand 
Dollars ($2000.00) be paid to the School 
Commissioners of Wicomico County 
when the funds in the hands of the 
Treasurer to the County Commissioners 
will permit, for the purpose of building 
and repairing school houses; and be it

The pic- 
tures of the latter were especially fas- 
cinating to me. his coloring is exquis- 
ite and he is famed also asa landscape 
painter as well as a portrait painter in 
which he stands unrivalled. One pic- 
ture of his attracted my attention very 
much; it was of a young girl, her hair 
unbound and falling over her hands. 
Í suppose the reason of its attraction 
for me was that herhair was the exact 
shade of mine. All of his portraits 
have hair of this shade and to it has 
been given the name of Titian golden. 
Numbers of artists were in every room 
copying the works of the old masters 
and I was pleased to watch them, com- 
paring as best I could their copies with 
the originals. Four o'clock was closing 
hour so we could do little more than 
simply walk through the different 
rooms giving a hasty glance as we 
passed seeing nothing well. The gar- 
den of the Tuileries is beautiful and 
park like; it is set with trees and beds 
of bright-colored flowers. One of Na- 
poleon's triumphal arches is there, al 0 a 
statue of Gambetta a hero of the War 
of 1870. Adjoining the garden of the 
Tuileries is what is known now as the 
Place de la Concorde which is the form- 
er site of the guillotine. Here where 
oncə blood flowed like water now 
stands an Egyptian obelisk while on 
either side are fountains with their 


aft 


small and is a man riding a very spirit- 
ed pony. What significance is attach- 
ed to the name 1 do not know. Many 
others were more beautiful to me; some 
were scenes of home life andin our 
state of feelings at that time we could 
appreciate anything descriptive of that 
land towards which our hearts yearned 
more ardently that day than ever be- 
tore. 

The Gallery in which the sculpture 
was exhibited was a large glass build- 
ing; plaster casts ọf the famous statu- 
ary of the world were here exhibited, 
Apollo Belvidere, Venus de Milo, Diana 
and all of the old Roman and Grecian 
mythological characters found a place 
in this collection. 

Machinery Hall was of little interest 
for the best exhibits were those of our 
own land and with her machinery we 
were already familiar. 

We found ourrelves in a short time 
in the building devoted to the display 
of chinaware of all descriptions Beanti- 
ful delft ware for both use and orna- 
ment wat here, other exhibits of Dres- 
den, Haviland and all othr known 
brands were here in each aturac- 
tive patterns that I am sure many 


many colored. drops sparkling in the sun.

We spent the entire day at 
the Expomtion and returning to our 
hotel found that we were prisoners in 
one sense of the word. The evening 
before we had noticed the extreme 
politeness of the bell-boy and the ur- 
banity of the manager but this even- 
jog we noticed several strangers in the 
Lobby ahile one or two patrolled the 
atreet ontalde Ahe door.

The United States government gives 
Its anllors only 80 cents a day each to 
live on, but the American navy is bet- 
ter fed than any other nayy in the 
World. In fact, “jacky” lives better 
than the averig®? Mechanic on shore. 

As the appetite of a seafaring man 
cannot be appeased by angel food the 
Provisions are of the most substantial 
kind. 

All naval vessels are liable to be sent 

“Tong voyages or to be stationed 
meee markets are inaccessible, and 

stores purchased for the crew must 
be ch as will keep for a long time 
and not become damaged by changes 
of climate. Naturally salt pork, corned 
beef, bard tack, beans, flour, sugar, 
ennned fruits und vegetables are car- 
ried in latge quantities and must of ne- 
cessity constitute the main part of the 

dally rations. With these staples as a 

basis many appetizing combinations 

can be made. At sea fresh meat and 

Vegetables are not to be had, but while 

iu port or within reach of a market 

the navy regulations require the issu- 
ance on certain days of these desirable 
additions to the food supply. In the 
olden days no fresh meat was Included 
in the navy ration, and “jacky” was 
compelled to subsist largely on corned 
beef, known lu the sallor vernacular as 

“salt horse,” -owing to the fact that 
some unscrupulous contractor at one 

time long ago passed off horseflesh for 

beer in u Navy supply. The barrel in 
which the salt ment is kept is to this 
day known as the harness cask.” 

The enlisted men are divided into 

s consisting of from 18 to 24 men 
Every month the mess elects 

one of its number to the position of ca- 
teres, and be looks after all matters eu- 

11 Uuring his term. To him the dai- 

ly allowances of staple foods are issued 

each morning; by one of the paymas- 
tara men, Known as the “Jack of the 
dust,” presumably from his handling 
flour, The ship's cooks then prepare 
the supplies for the table. Each mess 
ls usvally allowed from four to six 
commuted rations—that is, the caterer 

Is given the value of such rations In 

cash and is thus provided with a fund 

of from $38 to $54 per month with 
which to buy fruits, vegetables, fish, 
butter and other Items which are not

each man to “chip in“ a dollar or two

The ship's cook, if he be 
ambitious, tukes advantage of this and 
makes up a tempting array of ples 
from materials which he purchases 
from the paymaster and retails them to 
the sallora. 

government does not discrimi- 

nate lu the allowance for food supplies 
in the navy as between officer and en- 
listed man- that is; it did not up to a 
year or two ago. when every man in 
the ship, from the admiral down to a 
coal hen ver. received 30 cents each day. 
Now the discrimination is that the coal 
hen ver continues to draw his 30 cents, 
while the admiral and all other officers 
except the gunner, carpenter, pharma- 
elst, chief machinists and the naval 
cadets receive absolutely nothing for 
their subsistence on board ship. Many 
who visit naval vessels and are enter- 
tained at dinner or luncheon are beard 
to remark that the government pro- 
vides very good living for its officers, 
not thinking that the entire cost of the 
repast has come out of the officers’ own 
pockets, 

The cost of av officer's living on one 
wf Gr vessels varies considerably. in 
n port where much entertaining has to 
ibe done and where there are high 
priced markets the mess bill, as it is 
Called, sometimes runs as high as $35 
r $40 a month for cach officer and Is 
rarely less than $25 a month. This rep- 
resents merely the actual coat of the 
food and the Incidental expenses of the 
Mess, ns the goverument furnishes all 
servants, crockery, fuel and table linen. 

In connection with this subject it 
may be Interesting to note that the cap- 
tain of a war vessel does not eat with 
the other officers, but bas a separate 
establishment for himself and is pro- 
vided with a cook and a steward whose 
only duties are to walt on bim. On 
flagships the admiral also vats alone. 
The wardroom meas usually includes 
all officers above the grade of ensign 
and of most vessels consists of from 
10 % 20 members, Junior officers and 
naval cadets constitute another mess, 
kHown as the steerage mess.

You need not, of course, have the sun 
streaming in all day, or even a © nsid- 
erable part of the day, but let it. come 
in freely for an hour or two in the 
mo. ning. 


Use as lit le gas as possible for light- 
ing purposes It is estimated that one 
gas jet consu nes as much oxygen as aix 
people, and 2d Ie to the heat. A lamp 
makes far less heat but mach more 
than an electric light, which uses none 
of the room's oxygen. Luckily, the 
hours of summer daylight are so long 
that one usually bas all the time he 
needa, to work or read, before the dark- 
ness come“, and requires little artificial 
light. 

Don't negkct your s eepingroom, 
This is a most important don't. Be 
sure that, during the hour when the 
sunlight is being admitted, the bed- 
clothes have been removed and are 
spread out so that they) as well as the 
bed, will become thoroughly a red. Do 
not sleep in a draught 


But although you should not sleep 
in a draught, the air should circulate 
freely through the room Many people 
close their windows at night because 
they “are afraid of the night air.“ 

Night air cannot, in the absence of 
the sun, be as vitalizing as day air, but 
it isa thousand times less dangerous 
than the air which, in a closed room, 
becomes heavy and poisonous from the 
exhalations from both body and lungs. 

Don't drink too much ice water. 
This is a dangerous practioe. Ice water 
allays thirst for a few minutes with- 
out quenching it. For this reason, one 
who is addicted to ice water usually 
drinks enough to cause a full and 
bloated feeling, and to stop digestion 
by unduly cooling the stomach. Lemon- 
ade, made from clear,cool—nnt ice cold 
—water, is the most refriabing and 
satisfying drink for summer. 

Let your heartiest meal be at night 
or whenever your wore for the day is 
over. Fruit, toast, eoft-boiled egge 
and’ oatmeal make a good breakfast. 
Where the intermission between hours 
of labor is short, no heavy food should 
be taken into the stomach. Liundreds 
of people wto eat heartily and return 
to work almost immediately afterwada 
have dyspepsia.

Executive Committee—Asa B. Gardi- 
ner, Jr., Baltimore county, John D. 
Worthington, Harford county; Jesse 
Weybright, Carroll county; Joseph B. 
Ager, Prince George's county, and the 
president, vice - president and secretary 
treasurer ex officio. 

The constitution adopted, states, as a 
reason for organizing the league that 
its promoters believe the interests of 
agriculture will be advanced “first, 
through friendly diecussion and practi 
cal advice, and by learning and making 
public the successful methods of agri- 
culture that are found in the different 
sections of the State and elsewhere as 
well as by advocating the formation of 
sectional clubs and granges where such 
objects are sought, and second, by 
taking part in the framing of laws that 
affect our welfare, and an interest in 
the appointment of efficient officers for 
their execution. The membership of 
the League is to consist of one delegate 
and one alternate from each farmers’ 
club, grange, live stock aseociation or 
any other body interested in agricul- 
ture in this State. 

One of the pr.ncipal committees of 
the League will be that on legislation, 
which ls to aid in promoting legislation 
beneficial to agriculture and impeding 
all that is harmful. 

An exchange makes the following 
comment on one objectionable feature 
of the league, which we think is well 

taken: 

“There is one feature of the League 
we do not like. It is that providing 
that any officer accepting a poli ical 
office or nomination must vacate his 
office inthe League. We regard this 
as unnecessary. An officer having full 
and thorough knowledge on the sub- 
ject of needed legislation is just the 
person to present it to the General As 
sembly, He may have force in advo 
cacy of the measure that no other mem 
ber has, and he may be most compe- 
tent and capable. In the one case the 
League and farmers in general must 
lose the services of the man best able 
to present and advocate a needed piece 
of legislation, and in the other the 
League must lose the tervices of a very 
competent official. State legislatures 
usually have too few farmers and too 
many who make politics a leading pur- 
sult, 

We take it for granted that the ofi- 
cers of the League will generally be 
above the average in intelligence and 
capacity, and the prohibition of officers 


filling a political office while holding |

Before the pastor appeared in the 
pulpit there was an increasing bum of 
discussion on the innovation, Every- 
body watched the entrance to see who 
would be the next to take advantage 
of the invitation. At first a few old 
men came with their coats on, But one 
of them, failing to find comfort ina 
fan, removed his coat. He was follow- 
ed by the others. Then the young men 
came, more than had attended any 
evening service atthe church for sev- 
eral weeke, in pretty shirtwaists, As 
the congregation grew it became evi 
dent that everybody in it had yielded 
to the heat. 

At the morning service several of the 
older male members said they disap- 
proved of the idea, but when they 
saw the increased attendance in the 
evening they expressed themselves as 
satisfied that the shirtwaist plan was a 
good one. 

Rev. J. C. Coggins of Decatur, III., 
has taken a similar course in his 
church.

Wasmxurox, Junes0.—A delicate and 
dificult duty is by Dr. Talmage in this 
discourse urged upon all, and especially 
upon those given to quick temper; text, 
Ephesians iv, 26, Be ye angry and sin 
not.“ 


Equipose of temper, kindness, patience, 
forbearance, are extolled by most ot the 
radiant pens of Inspiration, bat my text 
contains that which at first sight is 
startling. A certain kind of anger is ap- 
proved—aye, we are commanded to in- 
dulge in it. The most of us have no need 
to cultivate high temper, and how often 
we say things and do things under af- 
fronted impulse which we are sorry for 
when perhaps it is too late to make ef- 
fective apology! Why, then, should the 
apostle Paul dip his pen in the ink horn 
and trace upon parchment, afterward to 
be printed upon paper for all ages, the in- 
junction, Be ye angry and sin not?“ 

My text commends a w Indig- 
nation. It discriminates between the of- 
fense and the offender, the sin and the 
sinner, the crime and the criminal, 

To illustrate: Alcoholism has ruined 
more fortunes, blasted more homes, de- 
stroyed more souls, than any evil that I 
think of. It pours a river of poison and 
fire through the nations. Millions have 
died because of it, and millions are dying 
now, and others will die. Intemperance 
is an old sin. The great Cyrus, writing 
to the Lacedemonians of himself, boast- 
ed of many of his qualities, among oth- 
ers, that he could drink and bear more 
wine than his distinguished brother. 
Louis X and Alexander the Great died 
drunk. The parliament of Edinburgh in 


1001 is called in history “the drunken

Noah, the first ship captain, was wreck- 
ed—not in the ark, for that was safely 
landed—but he was wrecked with strong 
drink. Every man or woman rightly con- 
structed will blush with indignation at 
the national and international and hemi- 
spheric and plapetary curse. It is good 
to be aroused Against it. You come out 
of that condition a better man or a better 
woman. Be ye angry at that abomiaa- 
tion, and the more anger the more ex- 
altation to charnctcr. But that aroused 
feeling becomes sinful when it extends to 
the victim of tbis great evil. Drunken- 
ness you are to hate with a vivid hatred; 
but the drunkard you are to pity. to help 
to extricate. 
Prostraied by Alcoholism. 

Just take Into consideration that there 
are men and women who once were as 
upright as yourself who hare been pros- 
trated by alcoholism. Perhaps it came of 
a physician's prescription for the relief of 
pain, a recurrence of the pain calling for 
a continuance of the remedy: perhaps the 
grandfather was on inebriate and the 
temptation to inebriety, leaping over a 
generation, has swooped on this unfortu- 
nate; perhaps it was under an attempt to 
drown trouble that the benumbing and 
narcotic liquid was sought after: perhaps 
it was a very gradual chaining of the 
man with the beverage which was 
thought to be a servant, when one day it 
announced itself master, Be humble now. 
and admit that there is a strong probabil- 
ity that under the same circumstances 
you yourself might bare been captured. 
The two appropriate emotions for you to 
allow ore indiguation at the Intexicant 
which enthralled ond sympathy for the 
victim. Try to get the sufferer out of bis 
present environment: recommend any 
hygienic relief that you know of and, 
above all, implore the divine rexcue for 
the struggle in which so many of the no- 
blest nud grandest have been worsted. 
Do not give yourself up to ton many 
phillppics about what the man onght to 
bare been and ought to have done. While 
your check Huxhes with wrath at the foe 
that bas brought the ruin, let your eye be 
moistened with tears of pity for the sut- 
lerer. In that way you will have fu- 
filled the Injunction of the text, “Be ye 
angry and ein not.“ 

There is another evil the abborrence 
of which you are all called to, and it is 
on the increase—the gambling practice. 
Recent developments show that mach of 
this devastation is being wrought in la- 
dies’ pariors. It is an evil which some- 
times in us polite and gracions as it la 
harmful. Indeed, there perper were so 
many people trying to get money without 
earning . But it ia a haggard trans- 
gression that comes down to us from the 
past, blighting all its way, 

I bave seen in the archives of the na- 
tion in this national capital a large book 
in which one of the early presidents of 
the United States kept au acconnt in his 
own handwriting of gains and losses at 
playing carde—on one page the gains and 
oe the other the losses, and there are 
many pages. In other days many of un- 
tional reputation went from the halls of 
congress and the senate chamber to spend 
the aight in notorious gambling saloons, 
Ove of the ablest men of the centuries) 
Charles Fox, got ready for bis speech 
agalost “The Petition of the Clergy” by 
spending 22 hours at the gaming table, 
Irving's lite of Oliver, Goldèmith saxe that 
ibe great port lost C30, Alf bls varnings 
fn a short tour to see the world. “Cibbon, 
the author of “The Decline aud Pall of 
the Roman Empire,” eame to bis own 
decline and fall through gaming practices 
aod in a letter in 1770 sald: “I bave un- 
dope myself, and it is to no to 
fopeea! from you my abominable madness 
and folly. | have beter lost so much in 
five days as | have tonight, aud 1 am in 
debt to the house for the whale.”

Con you bear the story of the unprin- 
cipled manipulators of stocks and of the 
devices of the gambling saloon to entrap 
the verdant and unsuspicious without 
having your pulses tingle, and your heart 
thump, and your entire nature shocked 
with the villainy? It so, you are not much 
of a man or much òf @ woman Yon 
ought to be angry, for there is no aln fo 
such vehement dislike, You ought to be 
80 angry that you could not reproers your 
feelings in the presence of young men 
who are just forming their life theories. 
In every possible way you ought to de- 
nounce such stupendous robbers, Let it 
be known that the only sucevssful game 
in which a man plays for money is the 
one in which be lòses all and stops. 

But while you are hotly indignant 
against the crime. how do you feet about 
those who were fered and slain? They 
did not know that their small boat was 
so near the maelstrom. Some of them 
were born with a tendency to recklessness 
and experiment and hazard. ‘They inher- 
ited a dixpoxttion to tempt chance. Do 
not heap on them additional discourage 
ments; do mot deride their loxmes, Help 
them to start agulu. Show them that 
there are more fortunes yet to be gained 
than hare yet been gathered and that 
with God for their friend they will be 
provided for here and through the Sa- 
viour’s mercy they may reign forter in 
the land where there are no losses abd in- 
finite gains. While you may redden in the 
face at the fart that gambling is the dis- 
graceful mother of multitudinous crimes, 
of envies, jealousies, revenges, quarrels, 
cruelties, falsehoods, forgeries, suicides, 
murders aud despair, be careful what you 
say of the victim of the tice and what 
you do. Ile needs more synrpathy than 
the man who came np from Inebriefy and 
debauch aud assassination. for many 
such repent and are saved, but confirmed 
gamblers hardly ever reform. 

During the course of a prolonged winis- 
try I bare seem thousands redeemed, 
many of them who were clear gone In 
sin, by Almighty grace rescued. In all 
parts of this land and in some parts 
of other lands I have seen those who 
were given up as incorrigible and lost 
recovered for God and hes ven. but how 
many confirmed gamblers have f seen 
converted from their evil ways? A thou- 
sand? No. Five hundred? No. Firty? 
No. Two? No. One? No. I cuil in a 
book of one such rescued. I have no 
doubt there have been other cases, but 
no epii does its work so thoroughly and 
eternally as gambliog. Such almost 
hopeless of reformation ought to call 
forth from you deeper sympathy than you 
feel for any other usfertunate. ly by 
all means, for those who. shipwrecked 
and bruised among the timbers, hare pev» 
ertheless climbed up to the Gxhérman'y 
cabin and fonnd warmth and shelter, but 
more pity for those who never reach 
shore, but are dashed to death In the 
breakers, Be angry at the xio, bot sym- 
pathize with its victims. 


Indignation Over Fraco: 


There ix another ain that we are often- 
times called to be angty with, snd that 
is frau. We all like honesty. and when 
it is sacrificed we are vehement in de 
nunciation. We hope that the detectives 
will seon come upon the track of the 
absconding bank official. of the burglar 
who blew up the safe, of the clerk who 
skillfully changed the figures in the ge- 
count book. of the fafsifier who secured 
the loan on valueless property, of the 
agent who because of his percentage 
wrongfully admits å man to the beuefit 
of a life Insurance policy when bis boart 
is ready to stop and who comes from an 
ancestry characteristically short lived. 

One act of fraad told of ip big headlines 
in the morning papers rightfally arouses 
the nation’s wrath. It is the Interest of 
every good man and good woman who 
reads of the crime to have it exposed and 
punished, Let it go unscathed, and you 
put a premium on fraud, you depress pub- 
lle moralx, you induce those who are on 
the fence between right and wrong to get 
down ou the wrong side, and you put the 
business of the work! on a down grade. 
The constabulary and penitentiary mast 
do their work. But while the merciless 
and the godless cry: Od for him! 1 
am glad he is within the prison doors!” 
be It your work to find out if that man i» 
worth saving and what were the causes 
of his moral overthrow. Perhaps be 
started in business life under a tricky 
firm, who gave bim wrong notions of 
business Integrity; perhaps there was a 
combination of circumstances almost un- 
paralleled for temptation: perhaps there 
were alleviations: perbaps be was born 
wrong and never got over It: perhaps be 
did not realize what be was doing. and if 
you are a merciful man you will think of 
other perbapses which, though they may 
not excuse, will estenuste. Perhaps he 
has already repented and le washed in the 
blood of the Lamb and Is as sure of 
heaven as you are. What an opportunity 
you hate now for obeying my text. You 
Were angry at the misdeméanor, but you 
are hopeful for the recovery of the re- 
calcitrant. Blessed all prison reformers! 
Blessed are those governors aod presh 
dents Who are glad when they bare a 
chance to pardon! Blessed the forgiving 
father who welcomes home the prodigal! 
Blessed the dying thief whom ibe Lord 
took with him to glory, saying. This day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise!" 

There is another evil that we ought to 
abhor, while we try to belp the victim, 
and the te infidelity. Tt statches the lite 
preservet from the man afloat aud affords 
not o much as 4 Spar or # plank as aub 
stitute, it would t the only 
Tight that ha» ever beew kludled for the 
troubled and the lost. Let the spirit of 
tafidelity take bold of a neighborhood, 
and lu that town the marriage relation is 
a farce, aud good morals give place to all 
styles of immorals, Let it take pomer 
sion of thiu earth, and there woul! be nò 
virtue hett in all the. world’s circum 
ference, All the alos rebuked in the Ten 
Commandments would be dominant, The 
torch that shall kindle the con@ayration 
of the carth In Ite last catast will 
not do as mach damage as would lufidel- 
ity and agoosticlam if they got the

Have a lightning in your eye and a 
flush im your cheek and a frown on your 
brow for a dastardy that would blot out 
the sun and moon and stars of Chris- 
tianity and leave all things in un arctic 
night, the cold equal to the darkness. 
You do well to be angry, but how about 
those who bave been flung of sc @‘icisny, 
and that is more millions than you will 
ever know of until the judgment day re- 
veals everything. Ah, here comes your 
opportanity for gentleness, kindness and 
sympathy. The probability is that it you 
had been plied with the same influences 
as this unbelieyer there would not be a 
Bible in all your house from cellar to 
attic. Perhaps he was in some important 
transaction swindled by a member of the 
church whose taking of the sacrament 
was n sacrilege. Perhaps he read agnos- 
tie booka and heard agnostic lectures 
and mingled in agnostic circles until he 
has been befogged and needs your Chris- 
tian help more than any one that you 
know of. Do not get into any labored 
argument about the truth of Christianity, 
He may beat you at that. He has a 
whole artillery of weapons rendy to open 
fire. 

Remember that no one was ever re- 
formed for this life or saved for the life 
to come by an argument, but in humblest 
and gentlest way, your voice subdued, ask 
him a few questions. Ask bim if be had 
a Christian parentage, and if be snys yes 
ask him whether the old folks died happy. 
Ask him if he has ever board of any one 
going out of this life in raptures of infi- 
delity and agnosticism. Ask him if it is 
not a somewhat remarkable fact that the 
Bible, after so many years, sticks to- 
gether and that there are more copies of 
it in existence than ever before. Ask him 
if he knows of any better civilization 
than Christian civilization and whether 
he thinks the teachings of Confucius or 
Christ are “preferable. Ask him if he 
thinks it would be a fair thing in the 
Creator of all things to put in this world 
the human race and give them no direct 
communication for their guidance and, 
if they did wrong, tell them of no way of 
recovery. I think if a famous infidel of 
our time, instead of being taken away in- 
stantancousiy, had died in his bed after 
weeks and months of illness he would 
have revoked his teachings and left for 
his beloved family consolations which 
they could not find in obsequies at which 
not one word of Holy Scripture was read, 
or at Fresh Pond crematory, where no 
Christian benediction was pronounced. I 
do not positively say that in a prolonged 
iliness there would have been a retrac- 
tion. but I think there would. 

The renowned infidel, Mr. Barker, aft- 
er spending his long life in lecturing 
aralust Christianity in all oor cities and 
in publishing large and elaborate books 
in depreciation of the Scriptures. in the 
closing years of his life wrote to me that 
he had changed and that he would like 
to stand in my pulpit and undo the evil 
that he bad wrought for the most of bis 
lifetime. I wrote him in congratulation 
for his soul's sake that he had turned 
back from infidelity. but that 4 thought 
he could not undo the work of a lifetime 
and that be had talked so long on the 
wrong side I did not think he conld do 
anything by talking on the right side. 
The mercy of God is so great that many 
of the mightiest antagonists of our reli- 
gion have in their last days been brought 
to repentance and eternal lite. Let the 
thunder of your wholesome indignation 
be followed by the kindly rain of pity 
and love. “Be ye angry am) sin not.“ 

But let me eonfess at this crisis of my 
sermon that there la not an injunction In 
the Bible more difficult to obey than the 
words of the text. While it applauds a 
wholesome indignation. it warns against 
sinful anger. And there is in all the 
realm of passion nothing more destruc 
tive than judiscriminate hate. Firat of 
all, it Crenzies the nervous ganglia. Those 
people who easily flare up on little provo 
cation go ipto high dudgeon, take um- 
brage without reason, snap you up quick, 
have ruined their nerves, and there is 
only ove thing worse to ruin, aud that is 
the brain, and we say of one that is giy- 
en to frequent ebullitions of temper that 
he le ac unbalanced man. A business 
man of our acquaintance sald: “I can- 
not afford to get mad. It hurts me so.” 
And if sinful anger damages the body 
how much more it rives the disposition. 
There are thousauds of men clerks in 
stores who woul! have been members of 
great business firms, aud undermechanics 
who would have been boss carpenters, 
and attorneys who would have been lead- 
ing advocates, and preachers to congre- 
gations who are starving them to death 
who might bare had appreciative sur- 
roundings, who bare lweu kept back and 
kept down dy ungovernahle tempers. 
The outbreak lasted only a little while, 
but it impeded a lifetime. 

The Work of an Instant, 


A man thoroughly mad can say enough 
In two minutes to damage bim for 20 
years, It took only tire minutes for the 
earthquake to destroy Caracas. One un- 
fortunate sentence uttered to afront in a 
speech in the United States senate shut 
forever the door of the White House 
against one of the most brilliaut men of 
the last century. You can never trust a 
borse that has once run away, and you 
do not feel like trusting a man who bas 
Just once lost his equilibrium. You need 
to drive your temper as a man drives a 
fractions span amid the explosions of a 
Fourth of July morning or the pyrotech- 
nics of a Fourth of Jaly night. with 
curbed bit, taut reln, commanding voice— 
mastering yourself and mastering what 
you drive. tf you are naturally high tem- 
pered, do not unnecessarily go among irri- 
tations and provocations. Do not build 
a blast furnace next to a gunpowder mill, 
Then, also. such demonstrations of un- 
governability belittle one. Men take out 
their lead pencils and in estimating such 
a «ne take 80 per cent off. About the 
mont hidvous spectacle on earth la an am 
ery man or woman burning not with the 
anger commanded in my test, but with 
the sin reprehended, After such a dis 
play of gall, irascibility, virulence, hi» in- 
uence with many le forever gone, The 
world ie full of politiciana, ductors, law» 
vers. twerchants, mechaules, ministers, 
housewives, who have by such exploxions 
been blown to piecem 

l say to all young men hoping to 
achieve fnancial, moral or religious suc- 
en- control your terfpers. Do not let 
criticism or defent rebuff pow. Verdi, 
the great musician, applied to become a 
student in the Conservatory of Musie at 
Milan and be was rejected by the direct-

Wrathful against sin, merciful to the site 
ner, Witness his behavior toward the 
robed ruflians who demanded capita) 
Punishment for an offending woman 
denunciation for their sinful bypocriay, 
pardon for her sweet penitence. He did 
not speak of Herod as “his majesty" 
or “hia royal highness,” but dared tø- 
compare him to a cunning fox, saying, 
“Go ye and tell that fox.” But, alert to 
the cry of suffering, he finds ten lepers, 
and to how many of the ten awful fa- 
valids did he give conyalescendte and 
health? Ten, Rebuking Pharissism in 
the most compressed sentence in all the 
vocabulary of anathema—“Ye serpents, 
ye generation of vipers, how can yé 
escape the damnation of bell?“ — yet 
looking upon l'eter with such tenderness 
that no word was spoken — and not a 
word was needed, for the look spoke 
louder than words, “And the Lord fook- 
ed npon Peter, and Peter went out and 
wept bitterly.”

and a costly task. The astronomical 
observatory In Washington computes 
the true time, which is thence trans- 
mitted by electricity to every important 
city and town. 

About five minutes before the Wash- 
ingtori ‘ucoh the telegraph companies 
cut off all their regular business except 
on Mids whore ‘they! fave more thun 
one wire. They then connect all im- 
portant points, from which there may 
be numberless ramifications, with an 
electric wire going into the great clock 
In the observatory so that all over the 
country its tickings may be heard. For 
the ten seconds just before 12 o'clock 
there la silence, which is broken by the 
“noon beat.“ Regular business is thep 
resumed. 

In some cities the wires connect with 
a time ball which drops with the noon 
beat. The time ball in Washington 
over the state, war and navy depart 
ment building is three feet in diameter 
and can be seen from all parts of the 
city. Crowds frequently gather about 
to see It fall, a distance of 21 feet, high 
in the air. The man whom some of the 
spectators suppose to be dropping the 
ball is merely there to holst it again te 
its place. 

In the bullding beneath are 23 clocks 
whith are each day automatically cor 
rected by It. An elettrical device “sets” 
them, placing hour, minute and second 
hands exactly vertical at the Instant 
the ball drops. The hands that are too 
fast are pushed back, and those that 
are slow are thrust forward. 

Although Washington is on the sev- 
enty-seventh meridian, the noon hour 
is for convenience computed) for the 
seventy-Ofth, the time standard for the 
eastern part of the United States. lu 
the central belt, which is governed by 
the ninetieth meridian, the signal from 
Washington means 11 o'clock, lu the 
Rocky mountain belt it is 10 o'clock, 
and on the Pacific coast line it is 9.— 
Youth's Companion.

She finally died, and the kecper 
of the park belleves that the erane’s 
death was caused by a severe case of 
indigestion brought on by eating spar- 
rows,”—New Orleans Times- Democrat.

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THE STATE'S CENSUS. 
State Enumeration Shows 11,305 Less 
Tus Federal. 

Within 10 days the official report of 
the St te Census bureau will be in the 
hands of the Governor, The popula- 
tion in Baltimore is changed from 
608,957 to 514,878; that of the counties 
from 681,018 to 664,832, and that of the 
whole State, including Baltimore from 
1,190,005 so 1,178,900, 

The loss of more than 16,000 in the 
counties is greater than was antici- 
pated, and means a rearrangement of 
the representation in the Legislature 
of several counties. Dorchester county, 
it is said, will be the only one entitled 
to an additional representative, the in- 
crease over the Federal figures being 
about 300, 

The heaviest losses occur in St. Mary's, 
Anne Arundel, Charies and Baltimore 
counties. The discrepancy in Anne 
Arundel is more than 5,000, in St, 
Mary s about 1,200, in Baltimore about 
1,500 and in Charles about $1,700. 

The results in Kent county are very 
interesting, and when the figures are 
finally announced, it is said, there may 
be facta brought to light that will com- 
pel a change in the system and method 
of taking Federal censuses. Both Kent 
and Prince George’s counties are 1.000 
short of the Federal figures. Caroline, 
Queen Anne’s, St. Mary's, Wicomico, 
Dorchester and Harford each made 
slight gains. 

The increase in the Baltimore city 
figures is accounted for by the fact 
that at the time of the Federal census 
hundrede of people were away on vaca- 
tions, and other hundreds were in Anne 
Arundel county picking berries. The 
falling off in Charles, St. Mary's and 
Anne Arundel was anticipated by the 
developments in the census fraud trials 
but the lapse in the Kent county fig- 
ures was à surprise and may lead to 
further investigations by the Federal 
authorities. 

The Federal Census gave Wicomicoa 
population of 22,858; the State Census 
gives the population as 22,900, a gain 
of 48. f 


THE PEACH CROP OF 1991. 


I. N. Milis Estimates ft at Two Million 
Baskets Which is not 
Ha a Crop. 


Clayton, July 2.—Special Agent I. N. 
Mills of the Delaware railroad has 
completed his estimate of the peach 
crop for the evavonof 1901. It is 2,090, 
000 baskets, It comprises all the sta- 
tions on the Delaware division, from 
Wilmington to Delmar; Queen Anno's 
& Kent railroad, Townsend to Centre- 
ville; Baltimore & Delaware Bay rail- 
road, Clayton to Chestertown: Dela- 
ware & Chesapeake railroad, Clayton 
to Oxford; Delaware, Maryland & 
Virginia railroad, Harrington io Lewis 
and Georgetown to Franklin City, and 
Cambridge & Seaford railroad, Scaford 
to Cambridge. The catimat: is not as 
complete as Mr. Mille would like to 
have it, as the June drop“ is not over 
vet; and when itis finiched, the esti- 
| ma'e may be materially 1-swxned. Here- 
tofore, the drop“ has been over by the 
middle of June, but this year it is 
much later, on account of the back- 
ward spring and the latın ss of the 
peach trees in blooming. Mr. Mills 
hopes to have an accurate estimate not 
later than July 15th. 

The peaches this year, from the pres- 
ent indication, will be of nice ize and 
quality. In some instances, where the 
trees are unusually full, the farmers 
are thinning the trees. This is some 


thing that bas never been done before, 
and will no doubt add much to the 
size and flavor of the fruit. 

The estimate of last season's crop 
was over 4,000,000 baskets, so it will be 
seen that the crop this year, under the 
most favorable conditions, will not be 
half a crop, although better prices will 
bave a better chance to make more out 
of his crop this season than last year. 
The number of peach trees on the Pen- 
insula has increased a few thousangyby 
the setting out of new orchards, and 
the increase would have been heavy 
were it not for the fact that hundreds 
of orchards have been pulled up. This 
is more particularly the case along the | 
line of the Queen Anne's & Kent rail. 
road, once the centre of the peach belt, 
and a section which grew the finest 
fruit, The “yellows’’ baye been par-

Wicomico's Popular Camps Will Soon 


Arrangements are being made by the 
religious denominations of the county 
for their campmeetings, which are 
features of religious work during the 
summer, The intense heat of the past 
week will make these meetings especial- 
ly popular this year, and the indica.

The location of Hebron is ideal for 
camping purposes, with plenty of pure 
water and with the air redolent of pine. 


The popular camp at Parsonsburg 
will begin on August 16th, and will 
continue till the 26th. A general reno 
vation of the grounds has taken place. 
Many new tents have been added and 
already there is a great demand for 
them. Thecamp is under the super- 
vision of Rev. D. F. MoFaul, pastor of 
the M E. Church at Parsonsburg, who 
has been instrumental in securing the 
service of many eminent speakers and 
ministers of that denomination. The 
prospects for a successful season are 
very bright and everything points to 
such a camp as Parsonsburg has never 
yetseen, Oak and pine trees give an 
abundance of shade, while the water 
from springs on the grounds is said to 
be of an excellent quality.

Maryland Day at the Pan-American Ex. 
position a Great Success, 


Last Wednesday was Maryland Day 
at the Buffalo Exposition, and resulted 
in a most brilliant success, 

From innumerable flag-poles floated 
the orange and black banner of our be- 
loved State, while hundreds of bande 
played Maryland, My Maryland” and 
thousands of Maryland's sons thronged 
the grounds. The i m arranged 
wad carried out at the Temple of Musio 
with enthusiasm. The exercises begin- 
ning at noon were concluded in two 
hours,and the attendance was the larg- 
est for any function so far during the 
progress of the Exposition. 

The Temple of Music will seat several 
thousand people and its auditorium was 
filled when Gov. John Walter Smith ur- 
rived with his staff in full uniform and 
attended by the civil functionaries he 
had appointed to represent the State in 
this greatindustrial exposition. There 
were three events, comprising music, 
oratory and poetry, with nota flaw in 
any of them. 

Director General William I. Buchanan 
and Hon. Jobn G. Milburn, president of 
the Pan- American Exposition, officiated 
as hosts of the occasion. Both made 
neat little speeches, the one introducing 
Hon. Ferdinand C. Latrobe, and the 
other presenting Governor Smith, 


A military band was in attendance, 
and as Governor Smith and his party 
reached the stage it struck up “Mary- 
land. My Maryland.” The firat strains 
of the old song brought the crowd to its 
feet, and the cheering nearly lifted the 
roof. The air was sung by hundreds, 
Director Gencral Buchanan then call. 
ed the assemblage to order with a few 
words, introducing Gen, Latrobe as 
presiding officer. The seven times May- 
or of Baltimore received an ovation. 
He told the audience of some of the 
things in Maryland ‘srecord—of Charles 
Carroll and John Eager Howard, of 
Francis Scott Key and Winfield Scott 
Schley. t 

Of these men and their work Mary- 
land is proud, he said, but in no boast- 
ful spirit. Their work belongs to the 
whole country, But Maryland = a 
country of peace, and it is interested 
greatly in the Exposition, He hoped 
thatthe visit of the representatives of 
the State would make oloser the ties 
between Maryland and Buffalo. 


Governor Smith, of Maryland, held 
the atage for about 40 minutes—perhaps 
Jonger—but his speech so caught the 
audience that there was no lack of in- 
terest, and he was heard with undivid. 
ed attention to the end. 

In speaking of Maryland exhibits the 
Governor said: i 

“It ie source of regtet that Mary- 
landes material wealth and resources 
have not been more extensively repre- 
sented here on this occasion, so rich is 
she in almost alf things that contribute 
to the prosperity and happiness of a 
people. It was my desire that we 
should, as we could, have made not 
only a creditable showing, but a display 
of our varied possemions that would 
have been surpassed by no State in all 
the Union and by no country in Pan- 
America; but unfortunately, I fear | 
the valve and usefulness of exp>sitions, 
even of so extensive a character as that 
which has been opened on these grounds, 
are not so fully appreciated by the tax 
payers or by those who represent them 
am the legislative bodies as the Import 
ance of the subject merite Hence it 
often happens, as in the case of my own 
State, that the appropriation ot public 
moneys for exposition purposes is made 
with too narrow a view of the object | 
soughtand apparently with a forget 
fulness of the old saying that bread 
cast upon the waters will return after 
many daya”. 

When the governor had conoludéd | 
General Latrobe said that no ceremony 
of a patriotic character in which Mary- 
landers were concerned could be com- 
plete without “The Star Spanghed 
Banner,” which was the inspiration of 
a Maryland poet, and would be recited 
by a Maryland woman, Mrs. Martha 
Ford Gresham. This lady was invited 
to participate in the events of Mary land 
Day at Buffalo in 1901, as she had done 
at the Chicago World's Fair, in 1993, 
then Mies Martha Ford of Baltimore, 
and her performance was a brilliant in- 
oldent ot a momorable occasion.

No, 122 —What was the’ last battle 
fought upon the soil of Great Britain? 


While George II. of England was en- 
gaged in the war of the Austrian Suc- 
cesaor,"’ Ohatles Edward, the young 
Pretender,“ a grandson of James II, of 
England, landed in Scotland, and made 
two attempts to obtain the throne of 
his ancestors. He was victorious in the 
battle of Falkirk; but the Duke of Cum- 
berland, son of George II. having been 
recalled from the utinent to take 
command of the kings forces, the Pre- 
tender was entirely defeated at Cul- 
loden Moor, a plain in Scotland, four 
miles from Inverness. This was the 
last battle fought on the island of Great 
Britain (16 April, 1746), and it was al- 
so the last attempt of the Stuart family 
to recover the throne of Great Britain. 

Charles Edward Stuart finally escaped 
to France after he had wandered for 
five months in the Highlands, pursued 
by his enemies. He died in Rome, 30th 


January, 1788, 


The Duke of Cumberland gave no 
quarter, The wounded were all slain; 
and the jails of England were filled 
with prisoners, many of whom were 
executed. 

Among the latter number were Lords 
Balmerius, Kilmarnoch, and Lovat— 
Lovat being the last person who was 
beheaded in England. 


No. 123. What emperor sat u 
his throne for three hundred and fifty 
years? 


Charles the Great, or, as the French 
call him, Charlemagne (a corruption 
of Carolus Magnus), builta splendid 
palace for himself at Alx La C ee 
in Prussia; also a Chapel on the site of 
the present cathedral, and under the 
chapel a tomb for himself. 

his body was placed in a sitting posi 
tion in the tomb, at his death, in the 
year 814. 

Nearly (wo hundred years afterward, 
in 1001, the Emperor, Otho III, had the 
vault opened; and it is said that the 
body oftbe great emperor was found 
im a wonderful state of preservation, 
seated on a marble throne, dressed in 
imperial robes, with his crown on his 
head, his sword by his side, the Gospels 
lying open on his lap, and his sceptre 
in his hand, 

A large pietam, representing O.ho 
and his nubles gazing on the dead era 
peror, is painted on the walle of the 

reat room of the town ball at Aix la- 

hapelle. 

In 1215 Frederick II, took the remains 
from ih, vault, and put them in a 
casket of gold and silver, in which they 
are still kept in the treasury of the 
cathedral. 

The marble throne oo which the dea! 
emp ror sat for three hundred and titt 

ears is still to besoen in the cathedral, 

twas used asa throne at the corona, 
tion of the German emperors until 1558, 
after which the emperors were crown 
ed at Frankford. 

The crown and other relica found 

with the b dy are preserved in Vienna.

inia has been often discussed, usually 
with considerable interest and decided 
spproval by the people of Delaware, 
occasionally with qualified approval by 
part of the pecple of Maryland mest 
dirtotly interested, never with interest 
or approval by the East ru Shoreman 
of Virginia, and usually with unquali 
fied disapprozal by Virginia and Mary- 
land. 

The Culverts clafme) under their or 
iginal grant of nearly two and three 
quart x centuries ago not only the Eas 
tero Shore of Maryland, but also the 
whole of what is now D laware. They 
failed, ho vever, after lorg litigation 
with the Penns, to make good their title 
to Delaware, and the order of the Eng- 
lish court for a par.ition of the Penin- 
sula between the litigants brought ab- 
out the running of the most famous 
boundary in American history. Mason 
and Dixon s li e. 

Whenever the Exstern Shore counties 
of Maryland have felt themselves ag- 
grieved, politically or ctherwise, in 
their relations with their neighbors of 
the Western Shore some Eastern Shcre- 
men have talked of the advantages of 
union with Delaware. Such was the 
condition of feeling on the Eastern 
Shore about 70 years ago that the Del- 
aware Legislature sent to the Maryland 
Legislature a proposal looking to a 
union of the Eastern Shore counties 
with Delaware, and a resolution fora 
refer nos of the question to the people 
of the Eastern Shore was carried 
through the lower house of Maryland 
and narrowly defeated in the Senate. 

The subject was again much discuss- 
ed, especially in Delaware, rather more 
than 20 y: ars ago, and there has never 
been a time since when the question 
was not one of lively, if only academic 
interest, to Delaware, The* Eastern 
Shore became somewhat interested in 
the matter again when at the election 
of Wellington to the Senate the historic 
right of that region to one of the Sens- 
tors was ignored, but the discuesion at 
that time took on no great importance. 

Where the suggested unicn of Dela- 
ware with the rest of the Peninsula 
brought about the resultant State would 
have an area of abore CO00equare mics, 
considerably more than double that of 
Delaware, and a population of nearly 
430,000. The State of Maryland would 
lose in population nearly 200,000 and 
the State of Virginia about 47,000 while 
Delaware would considerably more 
than double her population. 

Rural Delaware and the Peninsula 
counties of Maryland and Virginia 
have a common English origin and a 
population almost «xclusively native 
and of native aneestry. But Wilming- 
ton, which will soon include half the 
population of Delaware, has large for- 
eign element. Eastern Shore traditions 
also are more distinctly Southern and 
aristocratic than those of Delaware, 
and the strong Quaker element in Nor 
thern Delaware bas no coun‘erpart on 
the Eastern Shore. 

Delaware has always been favorable 
to the change because she has every- 
thing to gain by it, and the attempted 
purchase of a seat in the United States 
Senate by a wholesale bribery at the 
polls and bribery on a smaller scale in 
the Legislature has recently called the 
attention cf the people of Delaware to 
the dangers that may beset a v: ry small 
state. 

Such a piecing together of frag mente 
to form a state has not been known in 
recent American history, though such 
things happened in colonial days and a 
familiar provision of the Constitution 
seems to contemplate the possibility of 
future cases. Transfers of small areas 
from cne state to another haye been 
frequent in the settlement of boundary 
disputes and within a few years Penn- 
sylvania formally recognized as Dela 
ware territory a few square miles 


which had been in dispute for more 
than a century.

“The gegeral fruit outlook continues 
to undergo a alight decrease with th 
advance of the season, some rotting ant 
dropping being reported from nearly 
every section: Apples will bea short 
crop generally, and much of the fruit 
now on the trees is reported defectire, 
Peaches are still falling in the western 
counties, and have become soarce in 
parts of St. Mary's and Somerset. On 
the Eastern Shore and in Delaware the 
peaches have felt the drought and ex- 
cessive heat to tome extent, but the 
Prospects are still good. Cherries are 
rotting in Washington County. Plums 
are a good crop in Carroll. Pear are 
scarce on some varieties, and the pros- 
pect of moderate yields are reported ir- 
regularly in the sections where the 
crop is best.’’ 

“Over most of the section the early 
potatoes are still promising, but the 
yields have been shortened as compared 
with the promise of ten days ago by the 
drouth and heat that have since pre 
vailed Gardens suffered fur want of 
rain in many localities until the close 
ofthe week, Peas are practically over. 
Early tomatoes are ripe in the south - 
eastern counties, where they have had 
insufficient moisture, although the crop 
is good in Somerset.

CHAPTER 183.

fulness, transatlantic and cisatlantic, and 
as it is now harvest time in the fields and 
sickles are flashing in the gathering of a 
great crop, I find mighty suggestiveness 
in my text. 

It is a picture of a tropical clime, with 
a season so. prosperous that the harvest 
renches clear over to the planting time, 
and the swarthy husbandman, busy cut- 
ting the grain, almost feels the breath of 
the horses on his shoulders, the horses 
hitched to the plow, preparing for a new 
crop. “Behold the days come, saith the 
Lord, tbat the plowman shall overtake 
the reaper.” When is that? That is 
now. That is this day, when hardly have 
you done reaping one harvest of religious 
result than the plowman Is getting ready 
for another. 

In phraseology charged with all venom 
and abuse and caricature I know that in- 
fidels and agnostics bave declared that 
Christianity has collapsed; that the Bible 
ig an obsolete book; that the Christian 
church is on the retreat. I shall aus wer 
that wholesale charge today. 

Between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 En- 
deavorers sworn before high heaven that 
they will do all they can to take America 
tor God, Europe for God, Asia and At 
rica for God—are not the signs must 
cheering? Or, to return to the agricul- 
tara) figure of my text, more than a mil- 
lion reapers. are overtaken by more than 
a million plowmen. Besides this, there 
are more people who believe in the Bible 
than at any time in the world’s existence, 
An Arab guide was lending a French in- 
fidel across the desert, and ever and anon 
the Arab guide would get down in the 
sand and pray to the Lord. It disgusted 
the French infidel, and after awhile, as 
the Arab got up from one of his prayers, 
the infidel said, “How do you know there 
is any God?" And the Arab guide said: 
“How do I know that a man and a camel 
passed by our tent last night? | know it 
by the footprint in the sand. And you 
want to know how 1 know whether there 
is any God? Look at the sunset. Is that 
tbe footatep of a man?’ And by the 
same process you and I hare come to un- 
derstand that this book is the footstep of 
God. 

Growth of Christiaaity. 

But now let us see whether the book 
is n last year’s almanac. Let us see 
whether the church of God la a Bull Run 
retreat, muxkets, canteens and barer 
sacks sttwwing all the way. The great 
English historian Sharon Turner, a man 
of vust learning and great accuracy, not 
a clergyman, but an attorney as well às a 
historian, gives this overwhelming #tatis- 
tle in regard to Christianity and in regard 
to the number of Christians In the differ 
ent centuries: In the first centary 500,000 
Christians, in the second century 2.000. 
000 Christians, in the third century 
5,000,000 Christians, in the fourth cen- 
tury 10,000,000 Christians, in the fitch 
century 15,000,000 Christians. in the 
sixth century 20,000,000 Christians, in 
the seventh century 24.000.000 Chris 
tlaus, in the eighth century 30,000,000 
Christians, in the ninth comtury 40.000, 
000 Christians, in the tenth century 50,- 
000,000 Christians, ia the elerenth cen 
tury 70,000,000 Christians, In the twelfth 
century 80,000,000 Christians, in the thir- 
teenth century 75,000,000 Christians, in 
the fourteenth century 80,000,000 Chris- 
tians, in the fifteenth century 100,000,000 
Christians, in the sixteenth century 125,- 
000,000 Christians, in the seventeenth 
century 155,000,000 Christinns, in the 
eighteenth century 200,000,000 Chris 
tlane—a decadence, as you obserre, in only 
one century, and more than made up in 
the following centuries, while it is the 
usual computation that there were at the 
close of the nineteenth century 470,000,- 
000 Christians, making us to bolleve that 
before this century is closed the millen- 
nium will have sturted its boom and lifted 
its bosanna. 

Poor Christianity! What a pity it bas 
no friends! How lonesome it must bel 
Who will take it out of the poorhouse? 
Poor Christianity! Four hundred mil- 
Hons in one century. In a few weeks ot 
this year 2,500,000 copies of the New 
Testament distributed. Why, the earth 
ia Tike an old castle with 20 gates and a 
park of artillery ready to thunder down 
every gate. Bee how beathendom is be- 
ing surrounded and boneycombed and at- 
tacked by this all conquering gospel. At 
the beginning of the ninoteenth century 
180 missionaries; at the close of that cen- 
tery 84,000 missionaries and native balp- 
ers and evangelists, At the beginning of 
the vlneteenth century there were only 

000 converts, Now there are over 
1,000,000 converts from heathendom.:

What book is apt to be 

Tue kb el 1 find in 
N out of every ten homes in this city? 
u o ten 
homes to beistendaen?e ie vor 
taire wrote the prophecy that the Bible in 
the nineteenth century would become ex- 
tinct. The century is gone, and I ‘have 
to tell you that the room in which Vol 
talre wrote that prophecy not long ago 
was crowded from — to ceiling with 
Bibles trom Switzerland, 
The Force of the Bibie, 

Suppose the congress of the United 
States should pass a law that there 
should be no more Bibles printed in 
America and no Bibles read. If there 
are 60,000,000 grown people in the Unit- 
ed States, there would be 00,000,000 peo- 
ple in an army to put down such a law 
and defend their right to read the Bible. 
But suppose the congress of the United 
States should make a law against the 
reading or the publication of any other 
book, haw many people would go out in 
such a crusade? Could you get 60,000,- 
000 people to go out and risk their lives 
in the defense of Shakespeare's trage 
dies or Gladstone's tracts or Macaminy’s 
“History of England?’ Lou know that 
there are a thousand men who would die 
in the defense of this book where there 
is not more than one man who would die 
in the defense of any other book. You 
try to insult my common sense by telling 
me the Bible ie fading out from the 
world. It is the most popular book of 
thétent aries. 

How do I know it? I know it just as I 
know in regard to other books. How 
many volumes of that history are publish - 
ed? Well, you say 5,000. How many 
copies of another book are published? A 
hundred thousund. Which is the more 
popular? Why. of course, the one that 
has the hundred thousand circulation. 
And if this book has more copies abroad 
in the world, it there are five times as 
many Bibles ubrond as any other book 
among civilized nations, dovs not that 
show you that the most popular book on 
earth today is the word of God? 

“Oh,” say people, “the chatth is a ¢ol- 
lection of hypocrites, and it ia losing Its 
power and it is fading out from the 
world.“ Is it?! A bishop of the Methodist 
church told me that that denomination 
averages two new churches every day. 
In other words, they bulld 730 churches 
in that denomination In a year, and there 
are at least 1,500 new Christian eburches 
built ia America every year. Does that 
look as though the Christian church were 
fading out, as though it were a defunct 
Institution? What stands nearest to the 
hearts of the American people teday? 1 
do not care in what village or what city | 
or what neighborhood you go. What is 
it? Ts it the postoffice? Is it the hotel? 
Is it the lecturing ball? Ab, you know it 
is not! You know that that which stands 
nearest to the hearts of the American 
people is the Christian church. 

In the Hour of Distress. 

You may talk about the church being a 
collection of bypocrites, but when the 
diphtheria sweeps your children off whom 
do you send ivr? The postinaster, the at- 
torney general, the hotel keeper, alder- 
man? No. You send for a minister of 
this Bible religion. And if rou have got 
a room in your bouse for the obsequies, 
what bullding do you solicit? Do you 
say, “Give me the finest room in the bo- 
tel“ Do you say, “Give me that thes- 
ter?” Do you say, “Give we that public 
building where I can lay my dead fora 
little while until we say a pruyer over 
it?” No. You say, “Give us the house 
of God.” And tf there Is a song to be 
sung at the obsequies, what do yoe want? 
What does anybody want? The “Mar 
seillaise Hymn?" “God Save the Queen?" 
Our own grand national air? No, They 
want the hymn with which they sang 
their old Christian mother into ber lust 
sleep, or they want sung the Sabbath 
school hymn which their little girl snag 
the last Sabbath afternoon she was out 
before she got that awful sickness whieb 
broke your bheart. I appea! to your com 
mon sense. You know the most endrrat 
Ing institution on earth, the most popular 
institution on earth today, is the church 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. A man ts a 
fool that does not recognize it. 

The lotidele say: “There is great liberty 
now for infidels; freedom of platform, 
Infidelity shows its power from the fact 
that it is everywhere tolerated, and it cap 
say what it will.“ Why, my friends, iw 
fidelity ia not half so blatant in our day 
as it was in the days ofour fathers. Do 
you know that In the days of our fathers 
there were pronounced Infidels In public 
authority, and they could get any politi- 
cal position? Jet a man today declare 
himself autagonistic to the Christian re 
ligion, and what city wants bim for máy- 
or; what state wants him for governor; 
what nation wants him for president or 
for king? Let a man openly — 2 
himself the enemy of our glorious Chris- 
tlanity, and he cannot get a majority of 
votes In ony state, In any city, in apy 
country, lo any ward of America. 

What Christianity Does. 

A distinguished infidel years ago ridiag 
in a rail car in Illinois said, “What has 
Cbristlaulty ever done?!“ Au old Chris- 
tian woman said: “It bas done one good 
thing auyhow. It has kept an intidel 
from being governor of Iilivois.” As I 
stood in the side room of the opera house 
of Peoria, Ills, a prominent gentleman 
of that city sald, “I can tell you the se 
eret of that tremendous bitterness against 
Christianity.”

got up and sald: ‘Mr, Chairman, that 
nomination must not be made. The Sun- 
day schools of Lilinols will defeat ulm.“ 
2 ended all prospect of his nomina- 
tion.” 

The Christian religion le mightier today 
than it ever was Do you think that 
such a seene could be enacted now as was 
enacted in the days of Robesplerre, when 
a shameless woman was elovated to the 
dignity of a goddess and carried in a gold» 
en chalr to a cathedral where Incense 
was burned to ber and people bowed 
down before her as a divine beling, she 
taking the place of the Bible amd God, 
while u the corridor of that gathedral 
Were enacted such scenes of drunkenness 
and debanehery as had never before been 
witnessed? Uo you think such a thing 
could r oweur n Chrisievdom to- 
Gay? No. The police of Washington, or 
of New York, or of Paris would swoo 
upon it. I know infidelity makes a 
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preat excitement when a man jumps from 
the lecturing platform or from the ‘pulpit 
into infigelity, bat does that keep the bi- 
ble or the church from carrying millions 
of passengers to the shores of eternal 
safety? 

These opponents say that science is 
overcoming religion in our day, They 
look through the spectacles of the infidel 
scientists, and they say: “It is impossible 
that this book be true. People are find- 
ing it out, The Bible has got to go over 
board. BScietice is going to throw it over- 
board.” Do you believe that the Bible 
account of the origin of life will be over- 
thrown by infidel scientists who have 50 
different theories about the origin of lite! 
It they should all come up in solid pha- 
lanx, all agreeing on one sentiment and 
one theory, perhaps Christianity might be 
damaged, but there are not so many dit- 
ferences of opinion inside the church as 
outside the church, Oh, it makes me 
sick to see these literary fops going along 
with a copy of Darwin under one arm 
and a case of transfixed grasshoppers 
and butterflies under the other arm tell- 
ing about the “survival of the fittest” 
and Huxley's protoplasm and the nebular 
hypothesis! The fact is that some natu- 
ralixts just as soon as they find out the 
difference between the feelers of a wasp 
and the borns of a beetle begin to patron- 
ize the Almighty, while Agassiz, glorious 
Agassiz, who never made any pretension 
to being a Christian, puts both his feet on 
the doctrine of evolution and says: “I see 
that many of the naturalists of our day 
are adopting facts which do not bear ob- 
servation or have not passed under ob- 
servation. These men warring with each 
other—Darwin warring agulust Lamarch, 
Wallace warring against Cope, even 
Herschel denouncing Ferguson. They do 
not agree about anything. They do not 
agree on embryology, do not agree on the 
gradation of the species.” 

Perfection of Christianity. 

What do they agree on? Herschel 
writes a whole chapter on the errors of 
astronomy. La Place declares that the 
moon was not put in the right place. He 
says if it had been put four times farther 
from the earth than it is now there would 
be more barmony in the universe, but 
Lionville comes up just in time to prove 
that the moon was put in the right place. 
How many colors woyen into the light? 
Seven, says Isaac Newton. Three, says 
Datid Brewster. How bigh is the aurora 
borealis? Two and a half miles, says 
Lias. Ninety miles, say other scientists, 
How fur is the sun from the earth? Ser- 
enty-six million miles, says Lacalle, 
Eighty-two million miles, says Hum- 
boldt. Ninety million miles, says Hen- 
derson. One hundred and four million 
miles, says Mayer. Only a little difor- 
ence of 28,000, miles! All split up 
among themsclves—not agreeing on any- 
thing. 

Here these infidel scientists have im- 
paneled themselves as a jury to decide 
this trial between Infidelity, the plaintiff, 
and Christianity, the defeudant, and aft- 
er being out for centuries they come in to 
render their verdict. Gentlemen of the 
jury, have you agreed on a verdict? No, 
no. Then go back for another 500 sears 
and deliberate and agree on something. 
There is not a poor miserable wretch in 
the city prison tomorrow that could be 
condemned by a jury that did not agree 
on the verdict, and yet you expect us to 
give up our glorious Christianity to please 
these men who cannot agree on anything. 
Ah, my friends, the church of Jesus 
Christ Instead of falling back is on the 
advance. I am certain it Is on the ad- 
vance. | see the glittering of the swords; 
I bear the tramping of the troops; I hear 
the thundering parks of artillery. O God, 
I thank thee that I have been permitted 
to see this day of thy triumph, thls day 
of the confusion of thine enemies! O 
Lord God, take thy sword from thy 
thigh and ride forth to the victory! 

I am mightily encouraged because 1 
find, among otber things, that while this 
Christianity has been bombarded for cen- 
turies lutidelity bas not destroyed one 
ebarch, or crippled one minister, or up- 
rooted one verse of one chapter of all the 
Bible. If that has been their maguificent 
record for the centuries of the past, what 
may we expect for the future? The 
church all the time getting the victory, 
and their shot and shell all gone, 

Secular and Religious Presa, 

And then 1 find another most encourag- 
ing thought in the fact that the secular 
printing press and the pulpit seem bar 
nessed lu the same team for the procla- 
mation of the gospel. Every banker in 
this cupital tomorrow, every Wall street 
banker tomorrow in New York, every 
State street banker tomorrow in Boston, 
every Third street banker tomorrow in 
Philadelphia, every banker in the United 
States and every merchant will have lu 
his pocket a treatise on Christianity, 10, 
20 or 30 passages of Scripture lu the re 
ports of sermons preached througbout the 
land today. It will be so In Chicago, so 
in New Orleans, so in Charleston, so in 
Boston, so in I’biladelpbia, so in Cincin- 
mati, so everywhere. I know the tract 
societica are doing a grand and glorious 
work, but f tell you there Is no power on 
earth today equal to the fact that the 
American printing preas is taking up the 
sormons which are preached to a few 
hundred or a few thousand people, and 
on Monday morning and Monday evening 
scattering that truth to the millions. 
What an encouragement to erery Chris 
tian man! 

Then vou have noticed a more sip 
nificant fact It you have talked with peo- 
ple on the subject, that they are getting 
disgusted with worldly philosophy as a 
matter of comfort, They say it dors not 
amount to anything when you have a 
dend child in the house. They tell you 
when they wore sick and the door of the 
future seemed opening the only comfort 
they could find was the gospel, People 
are having demonstrated all over the land 
that sclence and philosophy cannot solace 
the troubles and woes of the world, and 
they want some other religion, and they 
are taking Christianity, the only sympa- 
thetic religion that ever came into the 
world, You just take a scientific conso- 
lation into that room where a mother has 
lost her child. Try in that case your 
splendid doctrine of the “survival of the 
Attest.“ Tell her that child died because 
it was not worth as much as the other 
chikiren. That is your “survival of the 
fittest.” Just try your transceudentallam, 
your philosophy. your science, on that 
widowed soul, aud tell her it was a geo 
logical . necessity that ber companioa 
should be taken away from ber, just as 
in the course of the world's history the 
megatberiom and the ich urus had 
to out of existence, aod then you go 
on in your scientifc consolation un 
get to the sublime fact that 50, 
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figoded with the calmness of an Indian 
summer sunset. There is where I wee the 
triumph of Christianity. People are dis 
batisfied with everything else. 
want God. They want Jesus Christ. 
Infidelity Founded on Ignorance. 
The fact is that infidelity and agnosti 
elsm ate founded on Ignorance geological, 
ignorance chemical, ignorance astronom: 
ical, ignorance: geographical. We have 
heard what the enemies of Christianity 
have had to testify. Now I put before 
you the testimony of the church on earth 
and the church in heaven. Not fifty, not 
a thousand, not a million, but all of the 
church on carth and all of the redeemed 
in heaven, Will you take the evidence ot 
those who have witnessed aa well as felt 
the power of religion, or will you prefer 
the testimony of those who begin by de 
claring that they have never witnessed ot 
felt its power? You tell me that on a 
certain 4th of March, 20 years ago, a 
president of the United States was in- 
augurated. How do 1 know it? You tell 
me there were 20,000 persons who dis- 
tinctly heard his inaugural address. I 
deny both. I deny that he was inaugu- 
rated. I deny that his inaugural address 
was delivered, You ask why? 1 did not 
see it. 1 did not hear it. But you aay 
that there were 20,000 people who did 
see and hear him. Is not the testimony 
of the 20,000 who were present worth 
more than the testimony of one who was 


“absent? Now, there are some meu who 


say they hu ve never seen Christ crowned 
in the beart, and they do not believe it ie 
ever done. There is a group of men who 
say they bare never heard the voice of 
Christ, that they have never benrd the 
voice of God. They do not believe that 
anything like it ever occurred. I point to 
twenty, a bundred thousand or a million 
people who say, “Christ was crowned ip 
our heart's affections, we have seen bim 
and felt him in our soul, and we bave 
heard his voice; we have heard it in the 
storm and darkness; we have beard it 
again and again.” Whose testimony will 
you take? These men who say they have 
not heard the voice of Christ, Have not 
seen the coronation, or will you belle 
the thousands and tens of thousnods of 
Christians who testify of what they saw 
with their own eyes and beard with their 
own cars? 

You say morphia puts one to sleep. 
You say in time of sickness it is very use- 
ful. 1 deny it. Morphia never puts anybody 
to sleep; it never alleviates pain, You 
ask why I say that. 1 have never tried 
it; I never took It. I deny that morphia 
is any soothing to the nerves or any qulet 
in times of sickness. I deny that mor- 
phia ever put anybody to sleep. Bat bere 
are 20 persons who say they have all felt 
the soothing effects of a physician's pre 
scribing morphine. Whose testimony will 
you take? Those who took the medicine 
or my testimony, | never having taken 
the medicine? Here is the gospel of 
Jesus Christ—an anodyne for all trouble, 
the mightiest medicine on earth. Here is 
a man who says: “I don't believe in It. 
There is no power in it.” Here are other 
people who say, “We have found out its 
power and know its soothing Infldence; it 
has cured us.“ Whose testimony will you 
take in regard to this healing medicine? 

Not Ashamed of the Bible. 

Young man, do not be ashamed to be a 
friend of the Bible. Do not put your 
thumb In your vest, as young men some- 
times do, and swagger about talking of 
the glorious light of nature and of there 
being no need of the Bible. They have 
the light of nature in India and China 
and in all the dark places of the earth. 
Did you ever bear that the light of nature 
gave them comfort for their trouble? 
They have lancets to cut and jugreruauts 
to crush, but no comfort. Ah, my friends, 
you had better stop your skepticiam. 
Buppose you are put in a crisis like that 
of Colonel Ethan Allen. I saw the am 
count and at one time mentioned it in an 
address. <A descendant of Ethan Allen, 
who is nn Infidel, said it never occurred. 
Soon after I received a letter from a pro- 
fessor in one of our colleges, who is also 
a descendant of Ethau Allen aud 1e a 
Christian, He wrote me that the incident 
is accurate; that my statement was au- 
thentic und true. The wife of Colonel 
Ethan Allen was a very consecrated wo- 
man, The mother instracted the daugh- 
ter in the truths of Christianity, The 
daughter sickened and was about to die, 
and she said to ber father: “luther, shall 
1 take your instruction or shall 1 take 
Mother's instruction?

RELIABLE AND INDEPENDENT. 


Scarlet Clover Kills Horses. 


A horse belonging to Mr. D. 8 
Wroten of this town and one which 
was the property of Mr. Barton Wil- 
liame, who resides ont the Spring 
Hill road, died recently asa result of 
eating scarlet clover. 

Dr. Weiderhall, the veterinarian, 
made a post mortem examination and 
found large balls of the fuzz from the 
scarlet clover in the large intestines of 
the dead horses. 

Scarlet clover cut when in early 
bloom has none of this substance on it 
and if well cured in that ‘condition 
makes a safe and nourishing provender, 
but if allowed to grow until the heads 
are forming seeds the fury is present in 
large quantities and in a horse's stom- 
ach is as indigestible as U piece of felt. 
The stomach of the horse, in ita vain 
effort to digest the substance, by its 
peristatlic action collects the fuzz into 
balls ranging in size from a hen egg to 
a base-ball which finally pass into the 
large intestines where, being too large 
to pass on through the small intestines, 
they obstruct and choke up the bowels 
and death ensues 

A peculiar accident happened to the 
horee of Mr. Thos. Disharoon last Satur- 
day afternoon. The animal was being 
driven to a buggy up Main Street. On 
the rise of the hill opposite Twilley & 
Hearn’s barber shop the breast strap | 
caught the horse across the windpipe 
and in hie struggles to get his breath 
he ruptured the left lobe of his lung. 
The noise the poor creature made in 
his struggle for breath attracted peo- | 
ple some distance away. The animal 
was taken from the vehicle and an at- 
tempt made to gethim to the stable, 
but at Ulman’s Store he fell and it 
was late in the evening before he would 
attempt to walk. Dr, Weiderhall took 
the case in hand and has succecded in 
restoring the animal to his normal 
condition.

OYSTER PLANTING. 


Bold Declaration by the Democrats of 
‘Somerset County. 

Crisfleld, Må., July 17.—The Demo- 
cratic party of Somerset county has 
inserted an oyster-planting plank in its 
platform and will make this one of the 
principal issues during the campaign. 
In previous campaigns the Democrats 
have been accused of being oyster 
planters, and this year they intend to 
force this question to the front and 
test the sentiment of the county in re- 
gard to this vital measure. The oyster 
beds and bars in this section have been 
depleted and can only be replenished 
by enforcing the Cull Jaw and by a ju- 
dicious system of planting. In Poco- 
moke sound there isa piece of bottom 
extending from Watkins Point to Ma- 
rumsco bar from which not $1,000 
worth of oystera has been taken during 
the past 10 years. This oyster ground 
is six miles in length and one 
mile ia width, and upon it a sufficient 
number of oysters could be grown to 
give employment to all the people of 
Crisfield. Tangier sound has a vast 
acreage, and the taxes which would 
accrue to the State from a lease of the 
bottoms would amount to at least 
$100,000, 

The Democrats are in favor of a mod- 
erate planting,one which could notcon- 
flict with any other interest. It ia the 
general opinion that the failure of the 
present planting system of Maryland is 
due to the fact that the natural beds 
und bars have never been weil defined 
by a general survey. Planting was 
also a failure in Virginia, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut and other States until gen- 
eral surveys had been made. As soon 
as a man stakes out an oyster lot many 
oystermen are ready to swear at once 
that he has appropriated a natural bar 
and that they could make a living by 
tonging upon it at the present time. 
As a result the planter is compelled to 
vacate. No man will today invest any 
money in planting, when a law allows 
a few men to dispossess him of his 
property. A commission composed of 
oystermen must be appointed to locate 
the natural beds and bars and then the 
remainder, excluding, of course, the 
crabbing grounds, can be used by 
planters. Virginia is far ahead of

POLITICS IN. WICOMICO - FROM 
“WAY BACK THERE.” 


G. R. C. Starts a Series of Letters on 
Politics ia Wicomico Long Ago.” 


Baltimore, July 18th., 1901. 

Messrs. Eprrors: Through the col 
umns of your paper let me congrata 
late JudgeHolland on his renomination. 
Now it is not fulsome praise I would be- 
stowon the learned disciple of the law, 
but it comes from the heart. It is just 
as spontaneous from your humble cor 
respondent as wos the unanimous nom 
ination. Let me see! there were three 
candidates at first. One was Mr. Rob- 
ley Jones, of Snow Hill; the other, Mr 
James E. Ellegood, and the last the 
present incumbent and nominee. 

Now, I do not know Mr. Jones per- 
sonally, but have heard him speak from 
the rostrum, and I was then convinced 
that he was the man the suffragists of 
this district could tie to with confi- 
dence. He has not the oratory of a Kil 
gour, nor the dissertative qualities of a 
Poe, but he is masterfully convincing, 
and his arguments are indisputable. 
Some day he will be honored with some 
important office, as there is that mag- 
netic something about the man that at 
taches his kind to him. 

But I do know Mr. Ellegood. Whole- 
souled and honorab!e Jimmie! An as- 
tute lawyer, a warm friend, uncom- 
promising in his ideas of right and jus 
tice, he would have graced the ermine 
had ita mantle fallen upon his shoulders. 
But a better fate awaits him. I do not 
take any stock in the stories told about 
him running as an independent candi- 
date. His Democracy is too Gibralter 
like for that. Iam assured that rich 
honors are in store for him from the 
party he has served so faithfully and so 
well for lo! these many years. 

Now to our Judge Holland—the 
Eastern Shore’s adopted son—a Blue 
Hen's chicken. It is true, a E. Stan 
ley Toadvin put it, that this judicial 
circuit has had a Goldsborough, Wil- 
son, Stewart, et al., on the bench, but I 
might goastep farther and say that 
Judge Holland is the peer of his prede- 
cessors and of those who occupy the 
bench with him. There is that some- 
thing about the jurist that I admire— 
what it is I do not know. Despite his 
naturally grave face and his dignity, I 
have noticed in years gone by a merry 
twinkle in his eyes, as if there was hid- 
den back of it what Ella Wheeler Wil- 
cox, the poetese, would call "tuneful 
laughter.“ Anyhow his Democracy 
has never been questioned, and to me 
that is worth a century of “tuneful 
twinkles” when I cast my rote. He 
deserved a renomination, and if I was 
living in his district I would shout my 
self into lung fever for Holand and 
the rest of the ticket. 

I remember very distinctly when 

Judge Holland came to Salisbury, and 
my memory isequally vivid as to the 
partnership formed betwe n him and 
the late lamented GeorgeW. M. Cooper, 
The Judge then was a rather large man, 
not portly, but muscular and heavy 
set. The firm occupied a little build 
ing as an office which was on a rise of 
ground just east of where Simon ind 
Isaac Ulman have their business place, 
It was not a pretentious looking struc 
ture by any means, but it was bere Mr 
Cooper entered upon his labors as a 
lawyer after having retired from teach 
ing a public chool. The Oaks,“ the 
home of Gov. Jackson, woes then a 
beautiful grove of trees, and a popular 
place fora stroll with the belles and 
beaux. In those days croquet was a 
fad, and the fever struck even the 
dusky denizens living on the street 
near the depot, for they were often seen 
playing it. To make a long story short, 
the Judge with a number of others laid 
out grounds forthe game In the Oaks. 
I assisted in placing the wickets, eto. 
and became asa boy an ardent admirer 
of the mallets and balls. The Judge 
developed into an expert player and 
would often reach the gonl before the 
others were half round. He was a 
plain, unassuming man then, one of 
few words, and always had that twin- 
kle in his eyes. At this day (for I am 
writing of about à quartera century 
ago) I would compare bis style and 
bearing then to thatof Lincoln. Though 
he was not as ungainly in stature, yet 
his clothes never seemed to fit him or 
elsé he wascareless of bia appearance; 
probably, and very sensibly, believing 
that clothes counted for naught when 
merit was to be considered. Judge 
Holland was never an egotist, nor did 
he ever thrust himself before the peo- 
ple to the detriment of any one else, 

' Years ago there was a series of ar 
ticles published in the old “Eastern 
Shoreman,”’ called “Chronicles,” which 
were supposed to be from his pen.

style fora few years to be abhored in 
its true light, But there are people 
who, if gloves and belts made of tanned 
human skin from the dissecting room 
happened to be the fashion, would wear 
them without more compunction than 
an Iroquois warrior felt in putting on 
his necklace of cut off human fingers. 

The custom of d ting women's 
hate with the plumage of birds is pro- 
bably as old as headgear itself,and may 
have arisen in part from the notion 
common to many savage tribes that 
the qualities of an animal slain become 
the property of the slayer. Moreover, 
before the invention of velvets, gauze 
and lace, the feathers of birds were 
among the most beautiful things 
available for the adornment of the hu- 
man head. Tradition is partly respon- 
sible for the persistence of the custom 
in these later days. 

But there is no hing perrty in its 
later developments, however appropri- 
ate the wings or body of a bird might 
have seemed to the head of the hunter’s 
wife. The modern hat ie constructed to 
fit the modern face, and there is no 
beauty in the juxtaposition of a fair, 
intelligent, essentially civilized count- 
enance and the body of a blackbird 
with its neck in a suggestive twist. It. 
hints at ugly possibilities existing un 
derneath the charm and grace of the 
wearer, As for the face which is not 
charming, or intelligent, or kind, the 
bodies of two or three humming birds 
or the head of an owl, speared with a 
hatpin and surrounded with bows of 
ribbon, lend to such a visage an aspect 
positively sinister. 

It would be unjust, of course, to as- 
sume that there is real cruelty onder 
all this passive obedience to the dictat- 
es of fashion. But since hats and bon- 
nets quite as becoming and pretty can 
be evolved without the bird decoration 
as can be devised with it, it does seem 
that women of sense and feeling might 
be conten td without shocking the n-

Now, a dense fog is 
the worst thing an elevated enginecr ean 
encounter, and when I ran into this one 1 
reduced the speed of the engine, but I 
was going down grade, and the headway 
of the train was sufficient to carry me 
along at a lively clip in spite of brakes. 
I hadn't been in that fog two minutes 
when I saw something was wrong. What 
it was I couldn't imagine. I rather di- 
vined it than saw it. I simply brought 
my train to a standstill out of fear, and I 
was none too sooà either. When the en: 
gine came to a full stop, ber pose was 
poked right up against the last car of the 
express that had preceded me ten win- 
utes before. 

Why wasn't I signaled to stop? 1 
do not know. The man at the switch- 
house said he did try to stop my train 
and had nearly gone eragy when he found 
that he had failed. He expected every 
minute to hear of a frightful collision and 
the loss of scores of lives; Of course the 
passengers knew nothing about it. They 
thought I had stopped on signal aud con- 
tentedly read their papers until the ex- 
press ahead was repaired aud ready to 
move again.

There was Iltis time to think 
or act. I whistled loudly to the signal 
tower ahead, but the stupid switehman 
could not get it into bis head that I wus 
iu trouble. We simply slid down the 
grade, and when the engine struck the 
curve it bounded and bumped until | 
thought a dozen times we were off the 
track. The first car struck the switch 
with such force that she nearly broke the 
chains which strengthen the aprivgs. 
Then she squeaked and rushed around 
the curve without harm, Ry that time 1 
knew everything was safe except the 
last car. That always whips pround a 
curve like the tall end of a string of 
youngsters playing the game of snap the 
whip. From the engine window I watch- 
ed it lurch forward, lean far over on one 
aide and then right itself and go the other 
way. But it Gnally landed all right on 
the trucks and followed the rest of the 
tram obediently.

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Wasntnotron, July 14.—In this. dis- 
rourse Dr. Talmage shows the causes of 
the great financial disturbances which 
take place every few years and arraigns 
the people who live beyond their means; 
text, Jeremiah xvii, 11, “As the partridge 
sitteth on eggs and hatcheth them not, so 
he that getteth riches, and not by right, 
shall leave them in the midst of his days 
and at his end shall be a fool,” 

Allusion is here made to a well known 
fact in natural history. If a partridge or 
a quail or a robin brood the eggs of an- 
other species, the young will not stay 
with the one that happened to brood 
them, but at the first opportunity will 
assort with their own species. Those of 
us who have been brought up in the 
country have seen the dismay of the 
farmyard hen, having brooded aquatic 
fowls, when after awhile they tumble in- 
to their natural element, the water. 80 
my text suggests that a man may gather 
under his wings the property of others, 
but it will after awhile escape. It will 
leave the man in a sorry predicament 
and make bim feel very silly. 

What has caused all the black days of 
financial disasters for the last 60 years? 
Some say it is the credit system. Some 
thing back of that. Some say it is the 
spirit of gambling ever and anon becom- 
ing epidemic. Something back of that. 
Some say it is the sudden shrinkage in 
the value of securities, which even the 
most honest and intelligent men conld not 
have foreseen. Something back of that, 
I will give you the primal cause of all 
these disturbances. It is the extrava- 
gance of modern society which impels a 
man to spend more money than he can 
honestly make, and he goes into wild 
speculation in order to get the means for 
inordinate display, and sometimes the 
man is to blame and sometimes his wife 
and oftener both. Five thousand dollars 
income, $10,000, $20,000 income, is mot 
enough for a man to keep up the style of 
living he proposes, and therefore he 
steers his bark toward the maelstrom, 
Other men have suddenly snatched up 
$50,000 or $100,000. Why not he? The 
present income of the man not being 
large enough, he must move earth and 
bell to catch up with his neighbors. Oth- 
ers have a country seat; so must he. 
Others have an extravagant caterer; so 
must he. Others have a palatial resi- 
dence; so must he. 

Extravagance is the cause of all the 
defalcations of the last 60 years, and, if 
you will go through the history of all the 
great panics and the great financial dis- 
turbances, no sooner have you found the 
story than right back of & you will find 
the story of bow many horses the man 
had, bow many carriages the man had, 
bow many residences in the country the 
map had, how many banquets the man 
xnve—always, and not one exception for 
the last 00 years, either directly or indi- 
rectly extravngance the cause. 

The Refinements of Life, 


Now for the elegances and the refine 
ments aud the decorations of life. I cast 
my vote. While I am considering. this 
subject a basket of flowers la handed iu 
flowers paradisiacal in their beauty. 
White calla with a green background of 
begonia. A cluster of bellotropes nes- 
tliug in some geranium. Sepal and pe- 
rianth bearing on them the marks of 
God's finger. When I seg that basket of 
flowers, they persuade me that God loves 
beauty anl adornment and decoration. 
God might have made the earth so as to 
supply the gross demands of sense, but 
left it without adornment or attraction. 
Instead of the variegated colors of the 
seasons the earth might have worn ap un- 
changiag dull brown, ‘The tree might 
hare put forth its fruit without the 
prophecy. of leaf or blossom. Niagara 
micht have come down in gradual descent 
without thunder and winged spray. 

Look out of your window any morning 
after there has been a dew and sce 
whether God loves jewels- Put a crystal 
of snow under a microscope and see what 
God thinks of architecture. God com- 
manded the priest of olden time to have 
his robe adorned with a wreath of gold 
and the hem of his garment to be em- 
brokdered in pomegramates, The earth 
sleeps, and God blankets it with the bril- 
liants Of the might sky. The world wakes, 
and God washes it from the burnished 
laver of the sunrise. So I have not much 
patience with a man who talks as though 
decoration and adornment and the ele- 
gances of life are a sia when they are 
divinely recommended, Rut there is a 
line to be drawn between adornment and 
decorations that we can afford and those 
we cannot afford, and when a mam crosses 
that line he becomes culpable. E cannot 
tell you what is extravagant for you. 
You cannot tell me what is extravagant 
for me. What is right for a queen may 
be squandering for a duchess, What 
may be economical for you, a man with 
larger Income, will be wicked waste for 
me, with smaller income. There is no 
iron rule on this subjects, Evory man be- 
fore God and on his knees must judge 
what is extravagance, and whem a map 
goes Into expenditures beyond his means 
he le extravagant. When a man buys 
anything be cannot pay for, be is ex- 
travagant, 

There nre fambies lu all our cities who 
can hardly, pay thee seat aud who owe 
all the merchants im the neighborhood 
and yet have an apparel unit for thelr 
cleeumstances and are al) the time sailing 
#0 near shore that bastsess misfortune or 
an attack ©. sickmess prepares them for 
pauperism. You koew very well there 
are thousands of in our great

Meeting 7 Obligations. 

Of versé ee men are flung of 
misfortunes and they cannot pay. I know 
men who are just as honest in having 
failed as other men are honest in succeed- 
Ing. I suppose there la hardly a man 
who has gone through life but there have 
been some times when he has been so 
hurt of misfortune he could not meet his 
obligations, but all that 1 put aside, 
There ure a multitude of people who buy 
that which they never intend te pay for, 
for which there is no reasonable Pxpecta- 
tion they will ever be able to pny. Now, 
if you have become oblivious of honesty 
aud mean to defraud, why not save the 
merchant as much as you can? Why not 
go some day to his store and when no- 
body is looking just shoulder the ham or 
the sparerib and in modest silence steal 
away’ That would be less criminal, be- 
cause in the other way you take not only 
the man's goods, but you take, the time of 
the merchant and the time of his account- 
ant, and you take the time of the mes 
senger who brought you the goods. Now, 
if you must steal, steal in a why to do as 
little damage to the trader as possible. 

John Randolph arose in the American 
senate when a question of national 
finance was being discussed, and, stretch- 
ing himself to his full height, in a shrill 
voice he cried out, “Mr. Chairman, I 
have discovered the philosopher's stone, 
which turns everything inte gold—pay 
as you go!“ Society has got to be recon- 
structed on this subject or the seasons of 
defalention will continue to tepeat them- 
selyes. You bave no right to ride in a 
carriage for which you are hopelessly in 
debt to the wheelwright who furnished 
the landan, and to the horse dealer who 
provided the blooded span, and to the 
harness. maker who caparisoned the gay 
steeds, aud to the liveryman, who has 
provided the stabling, and to- the driver 
who, with rosetted hat, sits on the coach 
box. 

Oh, I am so glad it is not the absolute 
necessities of life which send people out 
into dishonesties and fling them into mis- 
fortunes. It is almost always the superfiui- 
ties. God has promised us a — dut 
not a palace; raiment, but pot chinchilla; 
food, but not canvasback duck., I am yet 
to see one of these great defalcations 
which is not connected in some way with 
extravagance. 

Extravagance accounts for the dis- 
turbance of national finances. , Aggrega- 
tions are made up of units, and when one 
half of the people of this country owe the 
other half bow can we cxpect financial 
prosperity? Agnin and again at the na- 
tional election we have had a spasm of 
virtue, and we said, “Out. with one ad- 
ministration and in with another and let 
us have a new deal of things apd then w 
will get all over our perturbation.” I 
not care who is president or who is sec- 
retary of the treasury or how much 
breadstuffs go out of the country or how 
much gold is imported, until we learn to 
pay our debts and it hecomes a general 
theory in this country that meg must buy 
no more than they can pay for. Until 
that time comes there will be no per- 
manent prosperity, Look at the perni- 
cious extravagante. Take the one fact 
that New York every year pays - 
000 for theatrical amusements. While 
once In awhile a Henry Irving or au Bå- 
win Booth or a Joseph Jefferson thrills 
a great audience with tragedy, you know 
as well as I de that the vast majority of 
the theaters are as debased as debased 
they can be, as mnclean as unclean they 
can be and as damnable ss dammpable 
they can be. Three million dollara, the 
vast majority ot those dollars goling in 
the wrong direction. 


Harmful and Unnecessary Expense. 


Over s bandred millions paid im this 
country for cigars and tobacco a year. 
About $2,000,000,000 paid for strong 
drink in one year in this country, With 
such extravagance, pernicious extrava- 
gance, can there be any permanent pros- 
perity? Business men, cool headed busi- 
ness men, is such a thing a possibility? 
These extraragances. also account, as 1 
have already binted, for the . pasitive 
crimes, the forgeries, the abscondipgs of 
the officers of the banka. The store on 
the business street swamped by the res- 
denice on the fashionable avenue. The 
father’s, the husband's craft capsized by 
carrying too much domestic sail, That 
is what springs the leak in the merchant's 
money till. That is what cracks the pis- 
tols of the suicides. That is what, tears 
down the banks That is what stops in- 
Buran companies, That is what halts 
this natiob again and again in its tri- 
amphal march of prosperity. In the pres- 
ence of the American people so far us I 
enn get their attention I want to artaign 
this monster curse of extravagance, and I 
want gou pelt it with your scorn and 
hori at W anathema. 

How many fortunes every year Wreck- 
ed on the wardrobe, Things have got to 
such a pass that when we cry overt our 
sins in church we wipe the teard away 
with a $150 pocket handkerchief! I show 
you a domestic tragedy, in five acts: 

Act the first—A bome, plain and beautl- 
ful. Kater newly. married pair. . Enter 
contentment. Enter as much happiness 
as ever gets in one home. 

Act the second—Eater discontent... Ru- 
tee desire for larger expenditure. Euter 
envy. Enter jealousy.

What an apportionment! Twenty thou- 
sand dollars for ourselves and one cent for 
God, Ah, my friends, this extravagance 
accounts for a great deal of what the 
cause of God suffers, 

And the desecration goes on, even to 
the funeral day. You know very well 
that there are men who die solvent, but 
the expenses are so great before they get 
underground they are insolvent. There 
are families that go into penury in wick- 
ed response to the demands of this day. 
They put in casket and tombstone that 
which they ought to put in bread. They 
wanted bread; you gave them a tomb- 
stone. 

One would think that the last two obli- 
gations people would be particular about 
would be to the physician and the under- 
taker. Because they are the two last ob- 
ligations those two professions are al- 
most always cheated. They send for the 
doctor in grent haste, and he must come 
day and night. They send for the under- 
taker amid the great solemnities, and of- 
ten these two men are the very last to be 
met with compensation. Merchants sell 
goods, and the goods are not paid for. 
They take back the goods, I am told. But 
there ia no relief in this case, The man 
spent all he had in luxuries and extrava- 
gance while he lived, and then he goes 
out of the world and has left nothing 
for his family, nothing for the obsequies, 
and as be goes out of the world he steals 
the doctor's pills and the undertaker’s 
slippers. I was reading in a New York 
paper an account of the obsequies in a 
family of very moderate estate, and the 
aggregate was $3,000. A man in New 
York of moderate estate dies. He has 
lived in extreme luxury. He departs this 
life.

"POLITICS WAY BACK THERE.” 


— 


Some of the Old Time Lesders—The 
Campaign of 1872—Darky Eman- 
cipation Celebration a Great 
Affair. 


Messrs. Editors: — The recent ap- 
pol atm nt of young Leonard to a 
deputyship in the internal revenue 
office of this city recalls to my mind 
that his father, Col Wm. J., was, in hie 
day, one ot the most prominent figures 
in the different county, district and 
state conventions, The Colonel was 
then almost a giant in physique, and 
when he was State Comptroller no 
more popular man could be found on 
the Shore. After his retirement from 
the comptrollership he became a re- 
former to some extent in his political 
views, and once led a victory against 
the Democratic party. Now, I do not 
wish to be understood that the party 
was defeated in the county, Nota bit 
of it! But two or three independent 
Democrats were elected whom Col. 
Leonard had endorsed. I know that 
thé Colonel's house was opened the day 
after the election and hospitality was 
there with a lavish hand. Then he 
lived on Division street just a few doors 
removed south from Main street. His 
residence was an old fashioned stately 
brick Southern one, with basement 
which was flush with the street. He 
made a gallant fight for his friends and 
won. At the reception, foe and friend 
alike called at the brick house and 
partook of the Colonel's good cheer. 
Since then I learn he has drifted into 
the Republican ranks. 

“Politics makes strange bedfellows.” 


I believe the author of the above 
sentence was Horace Greeley, the mon- 
umental mistake of the Democratic 
party in 1872 for the Presidency. No 
truer axiom was ever written, however, 
than ‘‘politics makes strange bedfel- 
lows.” 

The Jacksons in the late sixties were 
not in politics. It is true they were 
Democrats, and they were Simon Pure 
in their political ferlty. The stamp of 
Jacksonian orthodoxy was imprinted 
upon each of them, They bore no 
titles (elective or appointive) then, but 
were simply Elihu, William, Fisk and 
Watt. While they took no active part 
in the deliberations of the party, yet 
they could always be depended upon to 
contribute their share towards a cam- 
paign’s expenses. They were, how- 
ever, making history for Salisbury and 
upbuilding and strengthening the 
town's resourcer. Their busin: ss acu- 
men told them the future of the town 
depended upon extraordinary efforts 
being put forth by its citizens; they saw 
their opportunity and like wise and 
astute bu-iness men they grasped it 
The people of your town know the re 
sult of their efforta—the place has 
forged uhead until it is second to none 
on the Shore. The business (not the 
pol tcal) sagacity of the Jacksons did 
it. Their example set others to think- 
ins, and their thoughts evolved into 
actions and lo! the result! But I am 
drifting from my theme, What puzzled 
me at first was the WEANING of Col. 
Jackson from the party of his fathers, 
ond while I was still pondering over it, 
the ' ewa was received that William H. 
had also b come a convert to the Re- 
ju lican party. But the stalwart Elihu 
bad r mained true to the principles 
in tilled into bim in hisinfancy. The 
family of the older heads now embraces 
an ex Governor, a member of Congress 
and a Colonel. 

The acknowledged leader of the Re- 
publican party in his time was the late 
Col. Samuel A, Graham. He was truly 
& man of whom your townspeople could 
be proud, and his memory to me is very 
fragrant. His character was such that 
he would not countenance dirty politics 
within his own political fold. The 
idea of vote buying would bave been 
abhorred by him, and anything of a 
tricky or underhand nature was detest 
ed. He was a keen, shrewd lawyer and 
popu'ar with all parties, He mapped 
out all county campaigns for his party 
and his instructions were generally 
followed to the letter, 

I remember very distinctly the fall of 
1872 (When Wicomico’s Democratic 
majority was so large that it created 
some suspicions) that a torchlight pro 
cession was gotten up by the boys (not 
a voter among them.) During the day 
a cava'cade in honor of the majority 
had been held by the men from every 
district, and I can dee it now—an im- 
posing affair—as it rounded out cf 
Division street into Main street, with 
J. Augustus Parsone at its head as 
chief marshal. Well, our torchlight 
| procession was to eclipse the cavalcade, 
The boys assembled on the street near 
the tumbling dam and started down 
town, with banners, fage and trans 
par neles. At their bead was the cor- 
net band, young Jobn Tracey beating 
the snare drum and Billy Brewington's 
cornet leading. It was an inspiriting 
sight, and if I remember aright the 
successful candidate for Congress, Col. 


Sam. Hambleton, of Easton, was a 
looker on. With the devilment inher- 


ont in a boy, we cheered more lustily a 


than ever when we passed the home of 
a Republican. Owen Wharton ran a 
radical paper in the interest of the 
black and-tan party and his office was 
on our route. Of course cur cheers 
were more thau generous when we 
arrived in front of the obe. Now Mr. 


Wharton, be it eaid to his credit, was 
not in his office, but his two “devils’’ 
were, and it u needless to say they 
came from Republican families, Na- 
turally they were embittered against 
us, and as soon as they heard our yells 
they prepared for a master stroke to 
extinguish us. ‘Hurrah for Col. Sam. 
,” yelled one of our boys but the 
rest of the sentence was drowned out 
by a bucket of inky and lye water 
from the Fra“ office. A scattering 
took place, pandemonium reigned for a 
moment, and in the excitement Rome 
Evans stepped out of the ranks with a 
fence paling in his hand and flattened 
out a ccon named Henry Kent and 
who was notorious in his day as a 
“knocker.” Henry was a spectator 
merely, but somebody had to suffer for 
the outrage When it was discovered 
who threw the inky water, the windows 
of the Era office were riddled by clods 
and stones, This priuting office stood 
at the corner of the street on the north 
side of the court hovee and Division 
street. That was long ago-many, 
many years ago. 

Sol Huston was the leader of the col- 
ored Republicans, although a barber 
named Williams claimed the honor al- 
so, James James, the colored citizen 
with a Welch name, did not aspire to 
the position, but he was early one of 
the most influential colored men in the 
town. The darkie concluded to get up 
an emancipation celebration in town, 
and elaborate preparations were made 
for the occasion. It was to consist of a 
parade, speech making at the colored 
church and feasting. Well, the parade 
was the only thing of its kind ever 
seen on earth. It was gorgeous in color- 
ing and effect. Every district was rep- 
resented and evensome of the islands 
in t e sound. Had it not been for the 
number of miles and spavined horses in 
line one would have imagined that Ne- 
ro’s Nubians were turning out fora fete. 
The principal feature of the band 
(which was an imported affair, from 
God knows where) was the bass drum, 
and the big black who banged it when 
ever he pleased, and devil take the dis- 
cord, was by far the biggest thing in 
the whole affair. Ihe drum major had 
a shako on that looked as if it had seen 
service in the Revolution. Wat tell 
is ii?’ said Lonzo Parsons as the pro- 
cession turned down Dock Street. Well 
might he have asked the question, for 
judging by the spanlets, sashes and 
swcrds every man in line was either 
the marshall or assistant marshall ex- 
cept the band. Bet on us ter vote de 
Publican ticket ebbery time,“ sang out 
one of the paraders, and it wasa safe 
bet to take, for in those days the black 
brother voted for Lincoln’s head and 
didn't think of scratching. Now his 
vote is just worth so much per, and his 
white allies have to go down deep in 
their pockets if they want to count his 
vote at the close of the polls. 

Vote buying was in vogue in those 
days in Wicomico, butit was called 
paying a man for the time he lost from 
his work to vote, and the sum was gen- 
erally a dollar. The illiterate whites 
were the ones then who bartered away 
their God given rights ot suffrage. Now 
it is the black and white. Where and 
when will this damnable practice stop?

judge. Having devoted time and labor 
to present his views, he expects to be 
listened to when he exercises his rights 
to address the Court, and he is filled 
with exasperation when a judge tells 
him to proceed while he busies him- 
self with reading authorities or other- 
wise manifests his indifference, Judge 
Holland is never inattentive, The 
couneel may be young and inexperi- 
enced, and his views may not be pro- 
found, yet he never sees in Judge Hol- 
land any want of consideration. He is 
encouraged by his attitude to proceed, 
and when he closes he comforts him 
self with the idea that however his case 
is decided he hasbeen appreciated. As 
to Judge Holland's impartiality, that 
t to be taken as a matter of course. 
All our judges in this State and land 
are impartial, and administcr justice 
with an even hand, It has been rumor- 
ed for months past that if Judge Hol- 
land was nominated he would have no 
opposition. It is to be devoutly hoped 
that this idea will be realized, and 
that Judge Holland's merits will scoure 
him an election without opposition.—

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Wasninoton, July 21.—In this» dis- 
course Dr, Talmage shows that there is 
a tendency to excuse brilliant faults be- 
cause they are brilliant, when the same 
law of right and wrong ought to be ap- 
plied te high places and low; text, Dan- 
iel iv, 33, “The same hour was the thing 
fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar, and he 
was driven from men and did eat grass 
as oxen,” 

Here is the mightiest of the Babylon- 
ish kings. Look at him. He did more 
for the grandeur of the capital than did 
all his predecessors or successors. Hang- 
ing gardens, reservoirs, aqueducts, pal- 
aces, all of his own planning. The bricks 
that are brought up today from the ruins 
of Babylon have his name on 
“Nebuchadnezzar, son of Nabopolassor, 
king of Babylon.“ He was a great con- 
queror. He stretched forth his spear to- 
ward a nation, and it surrendered. But 
he plundered the temple of the true God. 
He lifted an idol, Bel Merodach, and 
compelled the people to bow down before 
it, and if they refused they must go 
through the redhot furnace or be crunch- 
ed by lion or lioness. So God pulled him 
down. 

He was smitten with what physicians 
call lycanthropy and fancied that he was 
a wild beast, and he went out and pas- 
tured amid the cattle. God did not ex- 
cuse him because he had committed the 
sin in high places or because the trans- 
gression was wide resounding. He meas- 
ured Nebuchadnezzar in high places just 
as he would measure the humblest cap- 
tive. 

But in our time, you know as well as I, 
that there is a disposition to put a halo 
around iniquity/if it is committed in con- 
spicuous place and if it is wide resounding 
and of large proportions. Ever and anon 
there has been an epidemic of crime in 
high places, and there is not a state or 
city and hardly a village which has not 
been called to look upon astounding for- 


_gery or an absconding bank cashier or 


president or the wasting of trust fund or 
swindling mortgages. I propose in carry- 
ing out the suggestion of my text, as far 
as I can, to scatter the fascinations 
around iniquity and show you that sin is 
sin and wrong is wrong whether in high 
place or low place and that it will be 
dealt with by that God who dealt with 
impalaced Nebuchadnezzar, 

All who preach feel that two kinds of 
sermons are necessary, the one on the 
faith of the gospel, the otber on the 
morality of the gospel, and the one is 
just as important as the other, for you 
know that in this land today there are 
hundreds of men hiding behind the com- 
munion tables and in churches of Jesus 
Christ who have no business to be there 
as professors of religion. They expect to 
be all right with God, although they are 
all wrong with man. And, while I want 
you to understand that by the deeds of 
the law no flesh living can be justified 
and a mere honest life cannot enter us 
into heaven, I want you as plainly to 
understand that unless the life is right 
the beart is not right. Grace in the heart 
and grace in the lite; so we must preach 
sometimes the faith of the gospel and 
sometimes the morality of the gospel, 

It secms to me there has not been a 
time in the last 50 years when this latter 
truth needed more thoroughly to be pre- 
sented in the American churches. It 
needs to be presented today. 

Needs to Be Presented. 

A missionary in the islands of the Pa- 
cific preached one Sabbath on honesty 
and dishonesty, and on Monday he found 
his yard full of all styles ot goods, which 
the natives had brought. He could not 
understand it until a native told him, 


| “Our gods permit us to purloin goods, 
| bat the God you told us about yesterday, 


the God of heaven and earth, it seems, 
is against these practices, and so we 


| brought all the goods that do not belong 
| to us, and they are in the yard, and we 


want you to help us to distribute them 
And it fn 
all the pulpits of the United States today 
rousing sermons could be preached on 
honesty and the evils of dishonesty and 
the sermons were blessed of God and ar- 
rangements could be made by which all 
the goods which have been improperly 
taken from one man and appropriated 
by another man should be put in the city 
halls of the country there is not a celty 
hall in the United States that would not 
be crowded from cellar to cupola. Faith 
of the gospel; that we must preach and 
we do preach. Morality of the gospel we 


must just as certainly proclaim. 


Now, look abroad and see the fascina- 
tions that are thrown around different 
atyles of crime. Tbe question that every 


man and woman bas been esked has 


been, Should crime be excused because 


| it is on a large scale? Is iniquity guilty 


and to be pursued of the law in propor- 
tion as it is on a small scale? Shall we 
hare tho penitentiary for the man who

Look upon all the fascinations thrown 
around fraud ia this country. You know 
for years. men have been made heroes of 
and pictorialized and in various ways

or swallowed great estates that did not 


| belong to them. Our young men have 


been dazed with this quick accumulation. 
They have said: That's the way to do it.

The Way to Get Money. 


There has been an frresistible Impres- 
sion going abroad among young men that 
the rest way to get money is to earn 
it. he young man of flaunting cravat 
sexys to the youug man of humble ap- 
p. el: “What, you only get $1,800 a 
year? Why, thut wouldn't keep me in 
pin money. I spend $5,000 a year.” 
“Where do you get it?” asks the plain 
young man. “Oh, stocks, enterprises— 
all that sort of thing, you know.“ The 
plain young man has hardly enough mon- 
ey to poy his board and has to wear 
clothes after they are out of fashion and 
deny himself all luxuries, After awhile 
he gets tired of his plodding, and he goes 
to the man who has achieved suddenly 
large estate, and he says, “Just show me 
how it is done.” And he is shown. He 
soon learns how, and; although he is al- 
most all the time idle now and has re- 
signed his position in the bank or the 
factory or the store, he has more money 
than he ever had, trades off his old silver 
watch for a gold one with a flashing 
chain, sets his hat a little farther over 
on the side of his head than he ever did, 
smokes better cigars and more of them. 
He has his hand in! Now, it he can es- 
cape the penitentiary for three or four 
years he will get into political circles, 
and he will get political jobs and will 
have something to do with harbors and 
pavements and docks. Now he. has got 
so far nlong he is safe for perdition. 

It is quite a long road sometimes for a 
man to travel before he gets into the ro- 
mance of crime. Those are caught who 
are only in the prosaic stage of it. It the 
sheriffs and constables would only leave 
them alone a little while, they would 
steal us well as anybody. They might 
not be able to steal a whole railroad, but 
they could master a load of pig iron. 


Now, I always thank God when I find | 


an estate like that go to smash. It is 
plague struck, and it blasts the nation. I 
thank God when it goes into such a Wreck 
t can never be gathered up again. I want 
it to become so loathsome and such an in- 
sufferable stench that honest young men 
will take warning. If God should put 
into money or its representative the ca- 
pacity to go to its lawful owner, there 
would not be a bank or a safety deposit 
in the United States whose walls would 
not be blown out and mortgages would 
rip and parchments would rend and gold 
would shoot and beggars would get on 


horseback and stock gamblers would go | 


to the almshouse. 
The Temptations to Dishonesty. 


How many dishonesties in the making 
out of invoices and in the plastering of 
false labels and in the filching of custom- 
ers of rival houses and in the making and 
breaking of contracts! Young men are 
indoctrinated in the idea that the sooner 
they get money the better, and the get- 
ting of it on a larger scale only proves 
to them their greater ingenuity. There 
is a glitter thrown around about all these 
things. Young men have got to find out 
that God looks upon sin in a very differ- 
ent light. 

A young man stood behind a counter in 
New York selling silks to a Jady, and he 
said before the sale was consummated, 
“I see there is a flaw in that silk.“ The 
lady recognized it, and the sale was not 
consummated. The head man of the firm 
saw the interview, and he wrote home to 
the father of the young man, living in 
the country, saying: 
take your boy. He will never make a 
merchant.” The father came down from 
the country home in great consternation, 
as any father would, wondering what his 
boy had done. He came into the store, 
and the merchant said to him, “Why, 
your son pointed out a flaw in some silk 
the other day and spoiled the sale, and we 
will never have that lady probably again 
for a customer, and your son will never 
make a merchant,” “Is that all?” sald 
the father. “I am proud of him. I 
wouldn't for the world have him another 
day under your influence. John, get your 
hat and coat; let us start.“ There are 
hundreds of young men under the pres- 
sure, under the fascinations thrown 
around about commercial iniquity. Thou- 
sands of young men have gone down 
under the pressure; other thousands have 
maintained their integrity, God help you! 
Let me say to you, my young friend, that 
you never can be happy in a prosperity 
which comes from ill gotten gains. “Oh,” 
you say, “I might lose my place. It is 
easy for you to stand there and talk, but 
it is no easy thing to get a place when 
you have lost it. Besides that, I have a 
widowed mother depending upon my exer- 
tions, and you must not be too reckless in 
giving advice to me.” Ah, my young 
friend, it is always safe to do right, but 
it is never safe to do wrong. You go 
home and tell your mother the pressure 
under which you are in that store, and I 
know what she will say to you if she is 
worthy of you. She will say: “My son, 
come out from there, God has taken care 
of us all these years, and he will take 
care of us now. Come out of that.“ 

And remember that the man who gets 
his gain by iniquity will soon lose it all. 
One moment after his departure from life 
he will not own an opera house, he will 
not own a certificate of stock, he will not 
own one dollar of government securities, 
and the poorest boy that stands on the 
street with a penny in his pocket, looking 
at the funeral procession of the dead 
cheat as it goes by, will have more money 
than that man who one week previous 
boasted that be controlled the money 
market. 

Misuse of Trust Funds. 

Oh, there is such a fearful fascination 
in this day about the use of trust funds, 
It has got to be popular to take the funds 
of others and speculate with them. There 
are many who are practicing that im- 
iquity. Almost every man in the course 
of his life has the property of others put 
in bis care. He has administered, per- 
ba pa, for n dead friend; he Is an attorney, 
and money passes from debtor to creditor 
through bis bands; or be is lu a commer 
cial establishment and gets a salary for 
the discharge of his responsibilities: or he 
is treasurer of a philanthropic institution, 
and money for the suffering goes through 
his bands; or be bas some office in city 
or state or nation, and taxes and subsi- 
dies and supplies and salaries are lu bis 


‘bands. Now, that is a trust. That is as 


e@acred a trust as God can give a man. It 
is the concentration of confidence, Now, 
when that man takes that money, the 
money of others, and goes to speculating 
with it for his own purposes, he is guilty 
of theft, falsehood and perjury and in 
the most lnteyse sense of the word is a 
‘molacreant, 

, There are families today—widows and 
erphane=~ with nothing between them and 


‘starvation but a sewing machine, or kept 


out of the rortex by the thread of a noe 
‘die red with the blood of their hearts, 
who were by father or husband left a 
competency. You read the story in the 
Bewapaper of those who have lost by a 
Dank éefalcation, aud it ia ouly one line,

the name of a woman you never hea 
of, and just one cr two figures telling. 
amount of stock dhe had, the number of 
shares. It is a very news- 
paper, but it is a line of agony long as 
time; it is a story long as eternity, 

Now, do not come under the fascination 
which induces men to employ trust funds 
for purposes of their own speculation. 
Cultivate «'d fashioned honesty, Remem- 
ber the example of Wellington, who, 
when he was leading the British army 
over the French frontier and his army 
was very hungry and there was plenty 
of plunder on the French frontier and 
some of the men wanted to take it, 
said: Soldiers, do not touch that. God 
will take care of us, He will take care 
of the English army. Plenty of plunder, 
I know, all around, but do not take it.“ 
Ile told the story afterward himself, how 
that the French people brought to him 
their valuables to keep—he supposed to 
be their enemy—brought him their valu- 
ables to keep, and then, he said, at a 
time when the creditors of the army were 
calling for money and for pay all the 
time and they had so much all around 
about, be did not feel it right for him to 
take it or for the army to take it, An 
author beautifully wrote in regard to it: 
“Nothing can be grander or more noble 
and original than this admission. This 
old soldier, after 30 years of service, this 
iron man and victorious general, estab- 
lished in an enemy's country, at the head 
of an immense army, is afraid of his cred- 
itors, This is a kind of fear that has 
seldom troubled conquerors and victors, 
and I doubt if the annals of war present 
anything comparable to this sublime sim- 
plicity.” 

Oh, that God would scatter these fas- 
cinations about fraud and let us all under- 
stand that if I steal from you one dollar 
I am a thief and if I steal from you 
$500,000 I am 500,000 times more of a 
thief! 

Dangers of Libertiniam, 


So there has been a great deal of fasci- 
nation thrown around libertinism, Soci- 
ety ls very severe upon the impurity that 
lurks around the alleys and low haunts 
of the town. The law pursues it, smites 
it, incarcerates It, tries to destroy it, You 
know as well as I that society becomes 
lenient in proportion as impurity becomes 
afluent or is in elevated circles, and 
finally society is silent or disposed to pal- 
liate. Where is the judge, the jury, the 
police officer that dare arraign the 
wealthy libertine? He walks the streets, 
he rides the parks, he flaunts his iniquity 
in the eyes of the pure. The hag of un- 


| cleanness looks out of the tapestried win- 


dow. Where is the law that dares take 
the brazen wretches and put their faces 
in an iron frame of a state prison 
window? a 

Sometimes it seems to me as if society 
were going back to the state of morals 
of Herculdneum, when it sculptured its 
vileness on pillars and temple wall and 
nothing but the lava of a burning moun- 
tain could hide the immensity of crime, 
At what time God will rise up and extir- 
pate these evils upon society I know not, 
nor whether he will do it by fire or burri- 
cane or carthquake; but a holy God I do 
not think will stand it much longer. I 
belieye the thunderbolts are hissing hot 
and that when God comes to chastise the 
community for these sins, against which 
he has uttered himself more bitterly than 
against any other, the fate of Sodom and 
Gomorrah will be tolerable as compared 


“Dest sir, come and | with the fate of our modern society, 


which knew better, but did worse. 

We want about 10,000 pulpits in Amer- 
ica to thunder, “All adulterers and whore- 
mongers shall bave their place in the hell 
that burneth with fire and brimstone, 
which is the second death.“ It is hell on 
earth and hell forever. We have got to 
understand that iniquity on Columbia 
heights or Fifth avenue or Beacon hill is 
as damnable in the sight of God as it is 
in the slums, Whether it has canopied 
couch of eider down or dwells amid the 
putridity of a low tenement house, God 
is after it in his vengeance. Yet the pul- 
pit of the Christian church has been so 
cowed down on this subject that it hardly 
dares speak, and men are almost apolo- 
getic when they read the Ten Command- 
ments. 

The Sacreduess of Life. 


Then look at the fascinations thrown 
around assassination. There are in all 
communities men who have taken the 
lives of others unlawfully, not as exe- 
cutiovers of the law, and they go scot 
free. You say they had their provoca- 
tions. God gave life, and he alone has a 
right to take it, and he may take it by 
visitation of providence or by an execu- 
tioner of the law, who is his messenger. 
But when a man assumes that divine pre- 
rogative be touches the lowest depth of 
crime. 

Society is alert for certain kinds of 
murder. Ifa citizen going along the road 
at night is waylaid and slain by a robber, 
we all want the villain arrested and exe- 
cuted. For all garroting, for all beating 
out of life by a club or ao ax or a slung- 
shot, the law has quick spring and heavy 
stroke; bot you know that when men get 
affluent and bigh position and they avenge 
their wrongs by taking the lives of others, 
great sympathy is excited, lawyers plead, 
ladies weep, judge halts, jury is bribed 
and the man goes free. If the verdict 
happen to be against him, a new trial is 
called on through some technicality, and 
they adjourn for witnesses that never 
come, and adjourn and adjourn until the 
community bas forgotten all about it, and 
then the prison door opens aud the mur 
deter goes free, 

Now, if capital punishment be right, I 
say let the life of the polished murderer 
go with the life of the vulgar assassin. 
Let us have no partiality of gallows, no 
aristocracy of electrocution chair. Do not 
let us float back to barbarism, when every 
man was his own judge, jury and execu- 
toner, and that man bad tbe supremacy 
who had the sharpest knife and the 
strongest arm and the quickest step and 
the stealthiest revenge. He who willfally 
and in hatred takes the life of another is 
a murderer, I care not what the provoca- 
tion or the circumstances. He may be 
cleared by an enthusiastic courtroom, he 
may be sent by the government of the 
United States as minister to some foreign 
court, or modern literature may polish the 
erime until it looks like heroism; but in 


‘the sight of God murder is murder, and 


the judgment day will so reveal it, 

Now, do not be fascinated by the 
glamour thrown over crime of whatever 
sort. Because others have habits that 
seem brilliant but yet at the same time 
are wicked, do not choose such faults, 
Stand Indepeodent of all such influence, 
Put your conlidence lu the Lord God. 
He will be your strength. “Vengeance 
is mine, 1 will repay, saith the Lord.“ 
Cultivate old fashioned honesty, This 
book is full of it. Old fashioned honesty 
such as was spoken of by Dr. Living- 
atone, the famous explorer. You may not 
know he was descended from the 
landers, Dr. Livin ê sald that one 
day one of the old called his

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TRANSPORTATION OF CATTLE, | 


Theit Comfort and Health Necesrary for 
Scientific us Well as Humane 
Reasons. 


The problem ot the proper transpor- 
tation of oattle is, like wony other ques 
tions connected with the treatment of 
dumb animale, essertially a modern 
question. In times when each country 
must feed its own, and the only way of 
getting catile or sheep or horacs from 
one place or anothes was to drive them 
in herds, under the care of a drover, 
the problem was in one way simple, 
The animals culd not travel more 
than a certain distance each day with- 
out definite injury, which would prob 
ably be visible to thè prospective pur. 
chaser when they arrived at their des 
tination. It was to the interest of the 
drover to be yery careful. 

With the advent of the cattle trains, 
however, it became possible to trans- 
port all sorts of live stock round the 
world, it necessary, in less time than it 
used to take to cross a tt. The rail 
way takes the Texas stcer and lands 
him in Chicago in a space of time which 
must seem to his bewildered brain an 
eternity, but is really but a few days. 
His treatment en route cannot well be 
to cruel as to depreciate his ultimate 
value in any way which the purchaser 
can see; moreover, in such cases the 
purchaser often buys on faith, and pays 
without seeing. So long as most ofthe 
cattle get through all rigbt, if a few | 
die of neglect, or lack of water, or some 
other cause, the seller's reputation is 
good. The I roperty interest cannot be 
relied upon in this matter of proper 
treatment of dependents. It was esti- 
mated in the old days of slave-trading 
that if half the cargo got through the 
dreaded Middle Passage alive there was 
a profit. The property interest was no 
safegurad there. It never protected 
any creature which could be ill treated 
by a thoughtless cr cruel’ person with 
no immediate punishment. It is one 
of the characteristics of the callous and 
cruel man, as a rule, to be short-sighted.

In this case the trader and the rail 
way man do not suffer much even 
when their treatment of cattle is abso. 
lutely cruel, It ia the public whioh 
suffers, and it isthe public which will 
have to take the matter in hand. There 
is a great difference in the systems of 
various railroads and dealers in their 
treatment of cattle and sheep, and some 
are more human that others. But it is 
not so very long since shtep were pack- 
ed like sardines in close cars, without a 
| drop of water during long journeys, in 
the hottest of weather; and cattle were 
subjected to the same treatment. 

Such conditions breed filth and dis- 
ease; and diseased meat is not safe for 
anybody to eat. It will probably never 
be possible to ascertain the number of 
| deaths which have resulted from tke 
eatir g of impure or diseased meat, and 
for every death from this cause there 
are manyvictime of disease, Sometimes 
| the ailment is obscure rnd insiduous, | 
but it is nevertheless there. Sometime | 
sgo there was a foare about trichinae 
which resulted in mapy people becom- 
| ing Jens or Mohammedans where pork | 
wai concerned, but much of the beef 
which comes from cattle trains where 
| the animals are packed together in filth | 
discomfort and thirst is nota bit more | 
fit for human consumption than measly 
pork. In these days 10 man can tell 
where his butcher gets the meat which 
is confidingly bought and (aten by bis 
customers. It may be good, or it may 
not. It is time that the tr.atment of 
cattle on trains of transportation and 
in she de, during the time before they 
| are killed, should be regulated by law, 
and that every on» concerned in t heir 
transportation and care should be re- 
quired to see that they are in conditions 
as nearly{healthful as the difficulties of 
the case allow.
